Horsley and other dealers 
throughout the state have 
stopped ordering guns from 
the nation’s largest maker of 
handguns. 

While they said they will 
continue to sell the used 
guns they already have in 
stock, any new orders are on 
hold. 

“I will sell the used ones 
that I have in stock and tiiat 


will be it,” said Kandy 
Ostrom of. Magic Valley 
Pawn and Loan. “If I had any 
new Smith and Wesson guns 
in stock I would be sending 
them back to the manufac- 
. lurer.” 

Smith & Wesson recently 
signed an agreement with 
the U.S. Departments of 
Treasury and Housing and 
Urban Development to be 
dropped as u defendant in 17 
handgun liability law.suits

BUHL - The crack is big 
1 cnou^ to swallow a yellow 1957 
Plymouth, with what looks like 
an old Rambler and some castoff 
household appliances thrown in 
for good measure. 

Cracks along .canyon rims are 
common in southern Idaho, as 
gravity, time and weather pick 
away at the basalt rimrock. But 
along the east rim of Salmon 
Falls Creek Canyon a crack that 
has shown up on aerial photos 
since, the 19S0s appears to have 
widened, and new cracks have 
formed recently. 

“There’s something more than 
just natural crosiun of the 
canyon rim going on here, with 
deep cracks an eighth of a mile 
-from. Ahe,.rIm,’^-8aid..Karen-. 
Shilling, ,a I Bureau' of Land 
Monogcmentlgebloglst who visit- . 
ed the area recently. 

The cracks are in die tim along 
a strotch of the canyon more 
than two miles long, known as - 
Sinking Canyon. The canyon 
below is littered with evidence of 
past slides and cavc-ins. 

The area is extremely haz- 
ardous. geologists say. .The 
canyon is about 320 feet. deep. 
No one can say when one of the 
cracks may widen or whether the 
whole section of the rim might 
sink - it could be this week, it 
could be 100 or 1,000 years from 
now, •said'BLM geologist Johnny' ' 
Garth of Shoshone. 

“You definitely don’t want to 
be there when it does,” he said. 
“This entire area is unstable.” 

Five years ago, you could drive 
out to the canyon rim on an old 
road - really just a pair of tracks 
throu^ the dust and sagebmsh. 
Not anymore. The road crosses 
the old crack that someone tried 
to fill in with dirt and trash. 

The old crack has widened and 
is spanned by some tenuous 
bridges. of rocks, dirt and trash 
that don’t look like they would 
support a human, let alone a car. 

Visible artifacts in the crack 
indude the old cars, on iron bed, 
a comp stove, assorted castoff 
I appliances, old pickup truck 
parts and a cow carcass or two. In 
places the crack looks like an old i 
mine shaft, it just disappears j 
around Volkswagen-sized boul- 
ders in blackness more than 30 
feet down. 

Farther out, another crack has 
opened, and the land beyond 
now drops abruptly 10 or 12 feet. 
Standing on the edge, you can 
look down on the road. But it is 
too dangerous to climb down and 
walk out there.

Judge: Snake dams must comply with law Cracks 


PORTLAND. Ore. (AP) - A pre- 
liminary ruling that four Snake 
River dams may violate the fedur- 
al Clean Water Act could boost 
efforts to breadi thu dams to hulp 
restore salmon runs. 

US. District Judgu Helen Frye 
cited evidence that the dams, 
operated by tbe Army Corps of 
Engineers, could violate water- 
quality .standards by increasing 
the river's temperature and dis- 
*'* solved gases. 

But the judge also requested 
that more records be submitted 
before she makes a final ruling, 
"This Confirms that the Clean 
' Water Act is the law, not just an 
aspiraiional policy as the Corps 
has treated it for (he past 30 
years, We look forward to the 
court's review of the operation of

"The ruling reinforces the mes- 
sage that detzens sent to die gov- 
ernment at die recent dam hear- 
ings - that dicsc four Snake River 
dams don’t make sense and must 
be removed to save our salmon.” 
she said. “The court's order pr^ 
vidcs yet another reason for the 
government to seriously coosidcr 
dam removal.” 

Tlie dams provide inigadon and 
hydroelectric power to region, 
and proposals to breach them to 
hdp restore salmon runs have pit- 
ted conservadonists, Indian tribes 
and sport fisticrmcn against farm- 
ers, aluminum companies and 
other businesses. The corps is set 
to make a recommendation later 
this year about whether the dams 
should be breached. Congress will 
make die final dedsion.

Buhl area farmer Harley 
Robertson told news reporters at 
the time that obout three years 
earlier he had felt what he 
thought was a slight earthquake. 
Then cracks began to oppear on 
his land near the canyon. 

Those cracks opened up ond 
about five acres sank nearly 300 
feetinto the canyon, followed by . 
another eight or 10 ocrcs over 
the next few days. 

The theories explaining the 
event in that doy varied. Some 
thought the surface was under- 
lain by lava tubes, like the ice 
caves north of Shoshone, and 
they were crumbling. Some 
thought the canh had been soft- 
ened by years of irrigation. Some 
feared similar craclcs would open 
beneath Solmon Falls Creek and 
swallow the entire stream.

earth’s crust from the core. The 
noises were from rocks falling 
from the roof of the cavern to 
lower strata “deep in the bowels 
of the earth,” the Twin Foils 
News reported on Aug 13, 1937. 

Some locals corned a little 
extra money by offering.guided . . 
tours to the Sinking Canyon. But 
officials posted guards to keep 
gawkers away from the crum- 
bling canyon rim. 

Bill Bonnichsen, now a geolo- 
gist with the Idaho Geological 
Survey in Moscow, remembers 
hearing his fatlier and grandfa- 
ther talk about the event. He 
grew up on a farm in western

^ „ . WASHINGTON - How odd, 

JWhite House computer technician 
Daniel “Tony” Barry recalled 
' thinking to himself. In January 
1998, he was told to scour the data*

The fact 
that the system had only picked 
up part of the relevant c-mails 
was dismissed os a computer “hic- 
cup,” as White House counsel 
Beth Nolan described it in a state- 
ment. 

Six months later, in June 1998, 
Northrop Grumman Corp. employ- 
ce Yiman Salim, assigned to a 
team managing the White House 
computers, was the first to discov- 
er that the hiccup was a symptom 
of a major programming error. 
Incoming e-mail messages were 
not being scanned by the ^tem 
because upper-case rather than 
lower-case letters were used in 
part of the computer code: MAIL2 
instead of Moil2. 

John D. Podesta, then deputy 
chief of staff, was quickly 
informed of a “technical anomaly” 
in the system. He asked for a brief- 
ing “on this thing,” according to 
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handwritten notes. A senior offi- 
cial said that Podesta “docs think 
' he had a brief meeting on it” with 
a lawyer from the offiM that han- 
dles White House records. 
Podesta told (he lawyer “be sure 
that the counsel's office knows 
about this.” 

White House counsel Charles 
F.C. Ruff was told of a problem 
with the archiving system, bur, 
Nolan's statement mvs. “ d id not 
think the error had an effect on 
previous searches or that it might 
affect future searches of e-mail 
records.” As a result, Nolan said, 
Ruff did not think he needed to 
“notify investigative bodies of this 
error.” 

At Burton's hearing Thursday, 
several employees of Northrop 
Grumman, wliidi managed the c- 
moil recording system, said White 
House officials Laura Crabtree 
Callolian and Mark Lindsay told 
them, in what they perceived as 
threatening terms, that they were 
not to discuss the computer prob- 
lems with anyone Caiiaban and 
Lindsay denied making threats, 
though Callahan said she told the 
workers “this was a situation wc 
needed to be careful of, because it 
was sensitive." 

But the error persisted. 
Documents released by Bunon’s 
committee depict Barry’s growing 
anxiety about the matter.

WASHINGTON (AP) - US 
Airways and the Association of 
Flight Attendants hailed their 
t^cement Saturday on a tenia- 
dvc five-year contract that keeps 
planes flying and provides raises 
for the union’s 10,(K>0 members. 

“It’s an agreement that shows 
the company has recognized the 
value of the flight attendants," 
union negotiator Lynn Lenosky 
said. 

The company said the pact, 
which the union’s rank and file 
must approve, allows it to remain 
compciiiivc. 

It also meant US Airways 
flights were not disrupted this 
weekend as had been feared. 

“We've got airplanes, we’ve got 
crews and wc arc flying a full 
schedule and operating normal- 


ly." US Airways spokesman 
David Castclvetcr said Saturday. 

Union and airline bargainers 
stayed at the table with federal 
mediators for more than three 
hours past a 12:01 a.m. EST 
Saturday strike deadline. US 
Airways had said it would halt 
operations rather than try to 
weather a strike. 

The tentative agreement 
would guarantee raises totaling 
10 percent for US Airways atten- 
dants, plus some new paid holi- 
days and a signing bonus, accord- 


ing to Lenosky. 

Tlic attendants have not had a 
raise since 1996, the year their 
previous contract expired.

New Yorkers rally after wake 
for victim of police shooting 



NEW YORK (Al») - A crowd of 
angry protesters threw bottles 
and briefly clashed with police 
Saturday during a funeral pro- 
cession for the latest unarmed 
black man killed by New ^ork 
officers, this time a Haitian 
immigrant who rebuffed an 
undercover officer'.s request for 
drugs. 

The disturbance came after a 
milcs-long procession of protest- 
ers and mourners followed a 
hearse carrying the body of 26- 
ycnr-old Patnek Dorismond, who 
was shot to death March 16. 

“It’s our blood, it’s not cheap. 
We must let them know this 
must Slop,” said Michcl Eddy, a 
26-year-old Haitian immigrant. 

As car horns blared loudly, 
protesters chanted and knocked 
down police barricades. Many 
demanded the mayor’s resigna- 
tion over the killing - the third of 
an unarmed black civilian by 
undercover officers in the city in 
the past 13 months. 

Two police officers were 
injurod, one suffering a pos.sib!c 
broken nose when barriers and 
people crushed him. Police did 
not hove an immediate count of 
iiow many people had been 
arre.sted. 

A car driving the wrong way 
on the struct was pla.stcrcd with 
banners, including one that read: 
“If you shoot one of my children, 

I shoot five of you,” and others 
threatening Mayor Rudolph 
Giuliani’s family.

The two scuffled, backup officers 
arrived and one officer's gun 
went off, killing Dorismond. 

The shooting happened just 
two weeks after another under- 
cover officer fatally shot nn 
unarmed man in tiic Bronx near 
where unarmed immigrant 
Amadou Diallo was shot and 
killed in hail of 41 police bullets 
last year. The four officers in the 
Diallo case were acquitted last 
monili. 

As Dorismond’s coffin was 
brouglu out of the funeral home 
draped in Haitian and American 


flags Saturday morning, what 
had started as a quiet family 
gathering grew into a loud 
protest march of at least 3,000 
people. 

The Rev. AJ Sharpton headed 
the procession from the funeral 
home to a cliurch mass with sup- 
porters hoisting a banner that 
read “Justice for Patrick.”

He was arrested in 1996 in 
Laredo, where he had bc^cn living.

receive a fair trial,” the prosccai- 
tor .said. “The tribunal was set up 
under the microscope of the 
entire world. All the nations that 
are U.N. members had participa- 
tion of the cstablislimcnt of rules 
and fundamental principles Uic 
tribunal would cunploy.” 

Former U.S. Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark, who has repre- 
sented Ntakirutimana, did not 
return a telephone call. . 

The path was cleared for 
Ntakirutimana to be turned over 
to the tribunal when the U.S. 
Supreme Court on Jan. 24 reject- 
ed without comment Iris argu- 
ment that he could not be extra- 
dited because no treaty exists 
between the United States and 
the tribunal.

Seattle student’s work 
may predict hurricanes 


SEATTLE - Like so many other 
feats of sdcncc, this one started 
on a whim. 

Eric Maloney, a 27-ycar-old 
graduate student at the Univer- 
sity of Washington, had just fin- 
ished analyzing how changing 
wind patterns over the Pacific 
Ocean might lead to cyclones off 
the west coast of Mexico. 

But then he decided to look a 
little farther cast, to see whctlicr 
the patterns in the PadBc might 
affect the tempestuous hurricanes 
of the western Caribbean Sea and 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

:His flndings could lead to a new 
tool for predicting hurricanes, 
some of uie most dangerous and 
costly storms in the United Slates. 
It' has also earned Maloney an 
appcaranceios a lead author in 
the recent tuition of the presti* 
gious Journal Sdence, a rarity for 
a gniduaic student 

Maloney’s work, published 
with his adviser, aonosphcric-sd- 


cnees professor Dennis 
Hartmann, shows that the 
chances of a hurricane increase 
fourfold under cenain conditions 
in the eastern Pacific. Moreover, 
such conditions can be predicted 
two weeks ahead. 

“I came to the realization with 
time that this was pretty impor- 
tant,” Maloney, a Cliicago native, 
said lost week. 

The phenomenon at work in 
Maloneys discovery is called the 
Madden-Julian Oscillation, a 
cyclical pattern in which strong 
easterly winds blow for about 20 
days, followed by another 20 days 
of strong westcriy winds. 

Studying climate and wcother 
records from 1949 to 1997, 
Maloney and Haronann saw that 
hurricanes in the Gulf and 
Caribbean rise dramatically as 
the oscillation’s westerly winds 
reach the eastern Pacific. By 
watching for those winds ohcad of 
time, as they hit the western 
Pacific, scientists can get a two* 
week jump on the storms. 
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motion. . 

Richmond said it suddenly 
occurred to Richmond tliat pale- 
oanthropologists had never 
looked at the wrists of Lucy or 
other important early human 
ancestors discovered since the 
early papers were published. 

“Wc were at the Smithsonian, 
and wc immediately went over to 
the cast collection,” Richmond 
recalled. “Wc looked at the 
radius (forearm bone) of Lucy, 
and she had this classic knuckle- 
walking feature.” 

What they saw was a ridge of 
bone on the lower forearm that 
prevented Lucy’s wrist, like that 
of a chimpanzee or gorilla, from 
rocking backward, but allowed it 
to lock in an upri^t position for 
easy knuckle-wallmig.

• Lloyd Wrighi's FalJingwaJcr, the 
architectural masterpiece built 
over a tluindcring Pennsylvania 
waterfall and one of the state’s 
premier tourist attractions, will 
receive S3. 5 million from 
Harrisburg to help prevent a .stig- 
ging terrace from crashing into 
the ca.scading waters l>eIow, Gov. 
Thomas Ridge announced in 
Pittsburgli. 

The .state money will help pay 
for a comprehensive renovation, 
^estimated to cost S8.1 million, of 
j the historic home. Built in 193G 
I for a wealthy merchant, the 
I retreat in the Appalachian hills 
I marked Wriglu’s embrace of mod- 
J ernism and is considered one of 
J the best examples of modern' 
j domesdc arcliitecturc anywhere, 
j Ridge told a news conference 
that he was allocating money 
from the state’s capital budget 
because “aside from being an 
architectural jewel, Fallingwater 
has quickly b^ome an important 
player in our touri.sm industry.” 
Tlie .sttme fund has been used to 
help finance projects ranging 
from new stadiums to public 
parks. 

De.spite Fallingyvater’s remote 
wooded-mountainside location in 
the hamlet of Mill Run, about 40 
miles soutlicast of Pittsburgh, the 
house and grounds are a mecca 
for visitors. The house’s populari- 
ty has only increased since its 
structural problems became 
known to the public and the weak 
lower terrace was buttressed witli 
an ungainly steel brace. More 
than 145,000 tourists made the 
pilgrimage to Fallingwater in 
1999, an increase of 8 percent 
over the previous year. 

Many visitors come especially 


to see the renovation work, 
according to the Western 
• Pennsylvania Conservancy, the 
preservation group Uiat owns the 
house. A glass plate installed in 
the living room floor enables visi- 
tors to view a cross section of the 
weak temice. 

Ihe house, an es,s;iy in horizon- 
tal planes, is perhaps most 
famous for those terraces, which 
appear to float over the frothing 
waterfall in defiance of the laws 
of phy.sics. By draping the house 
between a boulder and the falls, 
Wright integrated the building 
into its environment in a way that 
was completely new. The line 
between inside and outside is 
blurred. 

Because of its precarious set- 
ting,, the house has always 
required constant maintenance. 
But in 1994, an engineering stu- 
dent preparing a thesis on the 
building di.scovcrcd that the ter- 
races were actually un.sound. His 
computer models of Fallingwater 
revealed that the lower terrace 
had been built without sufficient 
steel reinforcement. 

In designing Fallingwater, 
Wright cliose to construct the ter- 
races from concrete — he was 
among the first to u.se the materi- 
al in a residential structure. But 
he .seems to have miscalculated 
the amount of steel needed to 
reinforce die terraces, those hori- 
zontal bands of concrete that 
appear to float over the water. 

Reinforcing concrete after the 
fact is hard cnougli, but doing the 
work on a historic building is 
even more arduous because its 
appearance cannot be altered.

And so we treated orga- 
nizations that were very women- 
centric and didn't include men.” 
When the issue of men is 
brought up, there’s a lot of "stiff- 
ening of backs and rolling of 
eyes,” says Jerri Lynn Fields, 
executive director for Rape 
Victim Advocates. 

“Alt women who arc raped 
have husbands, sons, fathers and 
boyfriends,” said Fields, whose 
agency has three offices in the 
city. “Wlicn rape comes into tlicir 
lives, they’re outraged by it and 
want to do something about' it. 
The challenge to the sexual 
assault movement is: What do we 
do with them?”

Agency will try to cover ocean floor full of DDT

LOS ANGELES - The U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency plans an unprecedented 
experiment ilii.s summer to cover 
180 acres of ocean floor off Polos 
Verdes Peninsula, south of Los 
Angeles, a potentiaJly risky effort 
to deal with the world’s largest 
deposit of the pesddde DDT. 

The pilot project, in whicli tons 
of sand will be dropped into deep 
ocean water, is' the first tangible 
step toward resolving a decades- 
old problem that haunts 
Southern California’s marine 
environment. 

For 25 years, through 1971, 
chemical manufacttircr Montroso 
Corp. dumped residue into the 
Los Angeles County sewer sys- 
tem, ollewing 110 tons of DDT to 
spread across 17 squorc miles of 
the ocean floor. The chemicals, 
which arc linked to cancer and 
reproductive problems, arc still 
contaminating fish consumed by- 
some Southern Californians and 
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killing bold eagle chicks. 

The area - the Palos Verdes 
Shelf - was declared a Superfund 
environmental cleanup site in 
1996, and on Wednesday, the 
EPA will announce its initi^ plan 
for protecting people and wildlife 
from the underwater contamina- 
tion. 

In addition to the $5 million 
sand-capping experiment, the 
EPA is proposing to spend $22 
million to enforce a no-flshing 
zone around the-deposit and 
increase efforts to warn con- 
sumers to avoid eating white 
croaker caught near the area. 

During a rwo-momh period, the 
EPA plans to drop about 50,000 
dump-truck loads of sand and silt 
two miles offshore, on four small . 
sections of ocean floor near sewer 
outfall pipes. 

’ If the test succeeds, the EPA 
intends to spend about $100 mil- 


lion more to seal much of the 
Palos Verdes Shelf - three or four 
square miles — beginning in 2002. 

Never before have environ- 
mental officials tried to place a 
layer, called a “cap,” on a haz- 
ardous waste deposit in such 
deep water or on such a sloped 
ocean bottom. Digging. up the 
deposit would be too risky and 
expensive. Even if it were safely 
dredged up, there would be no 
place to dispose of so much toxic 

waste. -• 

“The levels of DDT are simply 
not acceptable for a rcorcatiomu 
area that is so highly used and 
valued,” said Michael 
Montgomery, the EPA’s chief of 
Superfund deanup in California 
and Arizona. “Capping it is the 
lone technology wc have that has 
a high possibility of working and 
having a great braefit If we con’t 
cap it, there might not be ony- 


thing we can do.” 

The companies held responsi- 
ble for the pollution say the cap 
will be ineffective at and at 

worst could sdr up the DDT and 
unleash even more contamina- 
tion. They argue that the best 
option is leaving the deposit 
alone, allowing it to slowly 
degrade and be buried by namral

Replica of slave 
ship begins voyage 


MYSTIC, Conn. (AP) - More 
than a cemuiy ago, Sengbc Pieh 
led slaves aboard the Amistad in 
a revolt in which they overthrew 
their captors in an effort to return 
to ihcii* homeland. 

On Samrday, the launching of a 
full-size replica of the 129-fooi 
schooner gave Pich’s great-grand- 
son hope for the future and opti- 
mism that liis ancestor’s fight for 
freedom would soon be heard 


“It's unbelievable that an icon 
of .slavery is being transformed in 
this millennium into an icon of 
partnership, faith in each other 
and of human rights for all of u.s,” 
said Samuel Pieh, who runs an 
organization that works to 
improve relations between Africa 
and the United States. 

Thousands, including American 
and Sierra Li»nc dignitaries and 
descendants of the Amistad cap- 
tives, cheered as the vessel was 
lowered into the Mystic River. 

Tlie ship was christened with 
water from Cuba, Long Island 


and Sierra Leone - where the 
slaves were sold, captured by 
American authorities and finally 
returned home. 

Shirley Yema Gbujama, the 
minhster of social welfare, gender 
and children’s affairs in Sierra 
Leone, and African-American 
actress Ruby Dee broke the tradi- 
tional bottle of champagne over 
the 138-ton sliip’s bow.

The six-year, S3.1 million 
marked the beginning of liie 
unending task of leaching histo- 
ries. forgotten stories and improv- 
ing nice relations, organizers siiid. 

“She represents friendship, 
which is the translation of the 
name Ami.stad, cooperation ... all 
of the good stuff,” said Warren 
Marr II, who began in 1976 to 
push for die project. 

The slaves took control of the 
original Amistad near Cuba in 
1839.

Pope draws crowds but peace in Holy Land remains eltisive'^

NAZARETH, Israel - Jesus’ 
hometown turned out cn masse 
to cheer John Paul n in the wan- 
ing hours of his Jubilee pilgrim- 
age, but the pope passed hy yet 
another new quarrel in the 
ancient iloly Land.

"Muslim terrorism in 
Nazareth?*' she said, rolling her ' 
eyes at what she considered an 
absurdity; ‘‘Excuse me? Hello.” 

Around Nazareth, there was 
dissension even among Codtolics. 
After John Paul left town, a 
silent vigil in nearby Kana 
protested that their Wedding 
Church was ignored. Jesus 
turned water into wine there - 
his first miracle, the Bible says. 

"This is a political issue,” said 
Elias Zahr, the organizer. “When 

Israeli security said it was not 
safe for him to enter Knna. We 


think it is the same thing this 
dme.”

Acting president Russia’s elections: A look at the candidates 


Acting president 
appears headed 
for victory today 

MOSCOW (AP) - Weary of 
chaos and government corrup- 
tion, Russians are expected to 
give Vladimir Putin a victory in 
presidential elections today, hop- 
ing the ex-KGB .sjiy can dean up 
the country and restore it as a 
world power without rolling hack 
democratic reforms. 

Border guards on tlie Far 
Eastern peninsula of Chukotka, 
across the Bering Strait from 
Alaska, were among the first to 
vote when polls opened in tiie 
first of Russia's 11 time zones, 
tile ITAR-Tass news agency 
reported. 

With a Putin presidency seen 
as inevitable by most Russians, 
the question is what be plans for 
the world’s largest country in 
land mass. Puiiii iias given feiv 
firm commitments beyond ,s;iying 
that restoring strong government, 
is Jiis lop goal - a jarring Idea" in 
a nation chat has endured cen- 
turies of dictatorship. 

"From the very start Russia 
was created as a supcrcentral- 
ized state. This is part of its 
genetic code, traditions and jteo- 
pie's mentality," Putin said. 

Putin spent Saturday evening 
at a soccer match. Campaigning 
was forbidden on clccliun eve, 
and workers pasted over cam- 
paign posters with new adver- 
ti.scments. 

Troops also fanned out to 
polling stations around the coun- 
try, guarding against possible 
Chechen terror attacks. 

Opinion polls slunv Putin with 
about 50 percent of voters back- 
ing him, with Communist leader 
Gennady Zyuganov far behind 
with about 20 percent. The 10 
other candidates :irc mostly 
unknown, with only nationalist 
Vladimir Zhirinov.sky and liberal 
Grigory Yavlinsky likely to get 
more than :i handful of vote.s. 

The only worry for Putin was 
whether voter apathy would 
keep turnout low. That would 
likely deny him the 50-percent 
phis vote he needs to avoid an 
April 16 runoff against the next- 
highest vote winner. Such a 
runoff- would probably be 
against Zyuganov, with Putin 
virtually guaranteed victory.

'I1ie women were among the llttmsands wlio 
gathered in Celina on Saturday, aiiouc 30 
miles southwest of Kosovo's capital of 
i’ristina, to honor the dead. They stiy 
President Slobodan Milosevic'.s paramilitary 
forces began .streaming in Marcli 25, 1999, lin- 
ing up ihe civilians, .shooting them outside 
iheir homes and ilien burning tmiiiy of tlic 
corpses. 

The Celina killings were never widely 
rcpuried, as they came only one day after 
NATO started bombing Yugoslavia, dominat- 
ed by the Serbia republic. In early April, the 
rebel Ko.snvo Liberation Army, which has 
since disbanded, circulated rcporis of ihe 
killings in Cclinti. 

Selrnah Zeqiri lost 10 members of liis fami- 
ly, including his wife and two of his diildrcn. 
Only his 12-ycar-oId son survived as a witness 
to ihecvent.s. 

“When we were asking for NATO air 
attacks we didn’t believe, we didn't think, 
that they (Serbs) would attack women and 
diildrcn,” he said. 

“Tlic children,” be repeated quietly, staring 
off into the distance. “Tins we didn’t know.” 

Zeqiri, who was working in Germany at the 
time of the attack, had no ill word.s for the 
alliance, seeing the 78-day air campaign as 
inevitable. 

“Tliat was the only solution for us,” he said.

DAMASCUS. Syria (AP) - In 
the end, it seems it was the tele- 
phone diplomacy that President 
Hafez Assad loves so much that 
nudged the Mideasi peace 
iproccss forward. 

“The American effort that was 
made and the telephone calls 
between President Assad and 
the American president have led 
to tlic convening of this summit,” 
a Syrian source said of today’s 
meeting in Geneva between 
Assad and President Clinton. 

The two leaders arc widely 
expected to announce a resump- 
tion of the Syrian-Isracli peace 
negotiations, which have been 
.stalled since January. 

Syria hopes Clinton will bring 
with him a clear commitment 
from Israel to withdraw from the 
Golan Heights, a strategic 
plateau Israel captured in 1967. 
Israel has not ruled out with- 
drawing from the Golan, but 
wants to know what it would get 
in return. 

The Syrian source, speaking on 
condition he not be identified, 
said Clinton clearly has some- 
thing important to convey to 
Assad. Assad’s presence in 
Geneva “represents the highest 
level of seriousness in dealing 
with the peace process,” the 
source said. 

White House officials have not 
discussed what Clinton plans to 
talk about, and some have tried 
to lower expectations for what 
the piccdng will produce: 

Assad has met three times with 
Clinton: in Geneva and in 
Damascus in 1994 and briefly at 
the funeral of Jordan’s King 
Hussein in February 1999. 
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But he has never attended any 
of the Syrian-Israeli negotiating 
sessions that have been proceed- 
ing in fits and starts since the 
process began in 1991. 

In the latest round, which came 
after a hiatus of iHmost four 
years, Syria did ral» the rank of 
its representation at the talks. 
Foreign Minister Farouk al- 
Sharaa. headed the Syrian team 
instead of Syria’s ambassador to 
Washington, Walid Mouallem. - 

Israel, which sent Prime 
Minister Ehud Barak to some of 
the sessions, kept pushing for 
Assad to attend. But Syrian's 
argue it would be a mistake for 
the two leaders to bargain direct- 
ly. 

“The most powerful person in 
Syria shouldn’t negotiate witi) 
the most powerful person Tn 
Israel,” said George Jabbour, an 
adviser to Assad in 1960-69. “If 
tliey disagree, then it’ll be hard 
for one of them to back down.” 

After the suspension of the 
U.S. -brokered Syrian-Isracli 
talks, tensions between the two 
enemies reached their highest 
level since Barak took office last 
year.

HAMILTON, Bermuda - 
Survivors from a cargo ship that 
sank in the mid-Atlantic told res- 
cuers that an enclosed lifa raft 
filled with crewmeh was^srfil 
attached to the vessel’s hull when 
it slid under the water. 

' “They believe that when the 
boat went down, (the crew mem- 
bers) went down with it,” Capt. 
Trent Rowlett, a Canadian heli- 
copter navigator, said of the raft. 
“It obviously went down quick," 
said Rowlett, who was part of a 
h^copter crew that hoisted four 
of 13 survivors to satety m danng 
rough-water rescues. 

Chadian and U.S. military ves- 
sels ended their search Friday 
evening for a dozen missing crew^ 
members from the Leader L, a 
776-foot bulk carrier that had 31 
people on board when It sank 
late Thursday in heavy seas 400 
miles northeast of Bermuda. 

Earlier Friday, 13 sailors from 
the ship were rescued in a dra- 
matic operation, with Canadian 
and U.S. aircraft dropping life 
rafts to survivors bobbing in the 
sea. Six bodies were recovered 
from the ship, which sank hours 
after pludng a distress coil. 

. Radio transmissions from the 
Leader L continued until just sec- 
onds before it wont under 
Tliursday night, suggesting some 
crew may never liave escaped the 
vessel, said Lt. Cmdr. Glenn 
Chamberlain.

LONDON - Supcrmodcl Kate 
Moss was hospitalized after col- 
lapsing at her home with a kid- 
ney infection, her modeling 
agency said today. 

The 26-year-oid celebrity has 
been treated at Princess Grace 
Hospital in London since 
Wednesday. 

The high-flying celebrity has a 
reputation for wild party-going, 
but Storm Models Managing 
Director Sarah Doukas said the 
illness has nothing to do with 
alcohol or drugs. 

Her condition arose because 
she had not completed a course 
of antibiotics prescribed for an 
earlier kidney complaint, Doukas 
said. 

“Kate is living a very quiet 
life,” Doukas said. “Kate was in a 
lot of pain and had a high fever. 
She was in abject misery." 

Doukas predicted Moss could 
be out of the hospital by Monday 
and back to work. “I don’t think 
it’s serious now," Doukas said.

LONDON - The appalling 
death of American poet Sylvia 
Plath turned a spotlight on her 
tumultuous marriage to British 
poet Ted Hughes that has never 
dimmed. 

In the 37 years since Plath 
gassed herself in the kitchen of 
her London flat at the age of 30 - 
after putting out milk and cookies 
for the couple’s sleeping children 
- scholars and admirers of two of 
the 20th century’s most famous 
poets have fought incessantly 
about who was responsible for 
hersuidde. ; • 

It nod seemed the grim argu- 
ment might be put to rest with 
Hughes' death in 1998 of cancer. 
That came a few months after 
Hughes, Britain’s poet laureate, 
published “Birthday Letters,” his 
collection of passionate poems 
. about Plath and their seven-year 
marriage. 

But next month’s publication of 
her uncensored diaries, “The 
Journals of Sylvia Plath,” in 
Britain and the United States is 
certain to reignite the debate and 
intensify the public's fascination 
with modem poetry’s first couple. 

“They were Dionysian figures 
in an Apollonian time,” said Peter 
Forbes, editor of the London- 
based Poetry Review. “They were 
larger than life. People love big 
love stories and, in a strange way, 
big tragedies. Tlicy want to get to 
the bottom of the mystery, but 
they never will.” 

liic journals offer a few more 
clues. Plath published one book 
of poems before site took her life 
in 1963. A second, more powerful 
book, “Ariel," was published 
after her dcadi, as was ner autobi- 
ographical novel, “The Bell Jar." 
Her “Collected Poems," pub- 
lished in 1981, won the Pulitzer 
Prize, and about a third of her 
journals, heavily censored by 
Hughes, appeared in 1982. 

• She beaimo a martyr to many 


feminists who saw Hughes os the 
villain who controlled Plath in life 
and controlled the poet’s legacy 
after her death. Hu^es l^t Plath 
for another woman shortly before 
his wife's suicide, something she 
had attempted unsuccessfully 
three years before they met. (His 
second wife also killed herself - 
and the daughter she had with 
Hughes.) As the executor of 
Plath’s estate, he was responsible 
for her posthumous publications. 


In ^e journals, Plath says that 
the day after she met Hu^cs in 
1956 she wrote the poem 
“Pursuit,” in which she predicted 
that their relationship would be 
the end of her: “There is a pan- 
ther stalks me down:

Police can 
stop a vchidc if trat^ers aren't 
wearing them, but they can’t 
issue dtadons unless they can 
dtc the driver for something else 
such as not having insiuancc.

lliis woidd allow officers lo cite a 
driver for not wearing a seat l»elt 
without haring to die the driver 
for sometliing eL-^:. 

Currently, the fine for not 
wearing a scat l>elt is S5. 

Hicks said though .some .state 
legislators op|X)se the projx).s;d to 
touglicn up seat belt regulations, 
he’s hoping it will eventually get 
lawmakers’ approval.

Dairy opens to low prices Missile crashes at Utah testing range

Robinson, 'Trent Robinson, Gary 
Whlteley and Robert Whiteley. 
The four also own and operate 
.the Oakley .Potato Packers pack- 
ing shed. 

- Opened in February, the facili- 
ty is now milking 800 cows and 
should be opmting at full capac- 
ity ivith 2,000 cows this summer, 
producing nearly 140,000 pounds

j In addition to bearing the

cope with sagging milk prices. 


Co-owner Robert Whiteley said 
area milk producers have had to 
weather relmrd highs and lows in 
milk prices during the past year. 
_ *This past year has seen some 
Of the highest and lowest milk 
prices for many years,” Whiteley 
said. C 

'The current market price of 
9.S cents per pound is a 20-yeor 
low. And with 11 to 12 cents per 
pound being the break-even 
mark, dairy producers now have 
a lot in common with other farm- 
ers who have been feeling the 
pinch of low crop prices. 

Despite low prices, Whiteley 
said they plan to gradually 
increase production as sched- 
uled. 

“You just have to feed them 
and keep producing and see 
what happens,” he said. “Wc 
have to build up to be able to lu't 
the efficiencies we need. Wc 
ej^cct a loss the first year but 
this will probably be a little more 
than wc rad expected. We don’t 
have a lot of control over the 
price. We just need to concen- 


trate on making it work.” 

Randy Robinson agrees* with 
Robert Whiteley, adding that he 
is also optimistic that area dairy- 
men will see a turnaround in milk 
prices this year. “It is too late to 
ti^ back now, but I fcici things 
will really turn arouni” he sold. 

Robinson said he feels the Hair y 
will have a positive impact on 
Oakley area farmers. He said it 
would give farmers a chance to 
diversify by giving them opportu- 
nities to grow feeder crops and be 
less dependent on .the traditional 
Magic Valley crops of potatoes, 
beets and groin. 

"1 think it helps farmers to not 
-have to be so focused on pota- 
toes,” Robinson said. “Wc wanted 
to diversify our own operations 
and wc hope the dairy hdps us do 
that. Wc are able to raise more of 
the crops like ^falfa and corn 
items wc can market to our- 
selves.”

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - An 
Air Force cruise missile crashed 
Thursday in the. remote West 
Desert but caused littlc'damagc, 
according to Hill Air Force l^sc 
officials. 

Tech. Sgt. Timpthy Trager said 
no one was hurt when the missile 
crashed at around 11:16 a.m. on 
Bureau of Land Management 
property near die Goshutc Indian 
Reservation. He also said there 
was minimal damage to the land. 

The Salt Lake Tribune report- 
ed in a copyriglit stoty that the 


20-foot-long cruise missile was 
dropped from a B-52 bomber that 
took off from Barksdale Air 
Force Base in Louisiana and flew 
to the Utah Test and Training 
Range. ' 

'The missile was being tracked 
by two F-15 chase planes and a 
radar scope when it crashed, said 
Staff Sgt. Sonja Whittington, 
spokeswoman for the 388th 
Fighter Wing at Hill. She did not 
know its intended target. 

“The pilots never lost the mis- 
sile visually, but why it-crashed 


will be determined by investiga- 
tor^” she said. 

The missile contained no explo- 
sives, and tlicrc was no fire when ' 
it crashed. 

• No one was near ilie crash site 
in remote Ibupali, about 185 
miles west of Salt Lake City on 
the Utali-Ncvuda border. 

“I want to emphasize that 
these tests arc routcd specifically 
to avoid populated areas,” 
Whittington said. ‘‘We’re not 
going to fly a endse missile over 
some downtown area.”

Cochlan and Rapheal Kudella, 


on assistant professor of ocean sci- 
ences at the University of 
Califomia-Santa Cruz, examined 
singie-ccUed organisms called 
dinoflagellatcs from a 1995 red 
tide that stretched more than 500 
miles along the California coast. 
Diat was the biggest red tide seen 
off California since 1902. 

'They found that dinoflagellatcs 
ate urea, on organic nitrogen com- 
pound found in urine, more rcadi- 
, ly than inorganic fonos of nitro- 
gen such as ammonium and 
nitrate. 

Nitrogen, whether it’s organic 
or not, is food, Cochlan said. 

“If you get grass, you're also 
going to get weeds. Haimful algae 
blooms are those weeds," he said. 

Some of those “weeds,” like the 
1995 bloom, hod no apparent 
effect on the environment, other 
than driving away surfers and 
swimmers. Other red tides - 
which aren't always red and have 


nothing to do with tides - IdU fish, 
birds and marine mammals, like a 
1998 bloom in Monterey Bay that 
killed more than SO sea lions. 
They also can make fish and 
seafood unsafe to eat, although 
federal monitoring provams arc 
in place to keep tainted food out 
of the market. Researchers trying 
to Icam how red rides form haw 
overlooked organic nitrogen as a 
food source, Cochlan and Kudella 
said. That’s a mistake, Kudella 
said, because urea may represent 
“as much as 50 percent of the 
nitrogen taken up in places like 
Chesapeake Bay." 

An examination of aquaculnirc 
ponds in Chesapeake Bay showed 
that dinoflagellatcs frequently 
multiplied into harmful algal 
blooms in water with high Icv^ 
of urea, but not in water with low 
levels. That study was published 
in the December issue of Applied 
and Environmental Microbiology.

**ln order to salvage any rela- 
tionship with the state of Idaho 
and the local community, the 
EPA must halt any further 
attempts at unilateral Superftmd 
actions.’* he said in a scathing fax 
to the agency on FVida^. 

“Without a complete reversal 
of its present course, the EPA 
dearly risks funher alienation by 
the state and die public - a devel- 
opment that you must already sec 
as detrimental to the success of 
any cleanup initiative in the 
basin." 

The letter is addressed to 
Chuck Clarke, EPA’s regional 
chief. It was drafted on the heels 
of a Friday meeting with stotc 


officials. 
Crapo’s staff 
said the 
Republican 
lawmaker ' is 
very concerned 
with the EPA’s 
latest decision 
to split its 
cleanup plan 
for heavy met- 
MIkeCrepo ol® two 

parts. The 
agency plans to rucasc its deci- 
sion on human health risks by 
December, but the rest of the 
dcanup plans will be announced 
next spring because EPA is wait- 
ing for addirionbl data to make 
that decision. 

EPA officials proiraj^ed the 
change as an effort to gain more 
information and get all parties 
involved. 

The EPA agreed early in the 
process to let Idaho take a lead 


role on the human health portion 
of the Remedial Investigation 
and Feasibility Study of the 
basin. However, Crapo said the 
EPA seems to be merely looking 
to Idaho for tcdmical support. 

“Splitting it into two phases 
renders this opportunity null an‘d 
void,” the senator said. “If thb 
EPA continues to disregard tho. 
state of Idaho in such a manner; 
the EPA can no longer assert its 
intent to work in partnership 
with the state or the local com- 
munity.” V 

Crapo spokesman Lindsay 
Nothern said EPA’s decision 
blindsided many of Idaho’s offi- 
cials, who have been working 
toward a settlement with tht 
agen^ and the Coeur d’Aleif^

Ecosystems in Pacific Northwest remain mixed

gnudng and carbon dioxide emis- 
sions, according to an environ- 
mental report to be rclca.5cd 
Monday. 

Not all of the news is bad, 
according to the report that 
attempts to document Ihe “state 
of the Northwest” from 
California to Alaska. Air quality 
in many Northwest cities has 
been improving and the region 
luLs more old-growth forests chan 
anywhere else in North America. 

The report by Seattle-based 
Northwest Environment Watch, 
an environmental research 
group, updates the original “stare 
of the Northwest” report done in 
199C“ 

The group, in releasing the 
original report, called the docu- 
ment the first statc-of-the-envi- 
ronment report for the entire 
Northwest, a region the group 


defines as including Washington 
state, Oregon, Idaho, western 
Montana, northern California, 
southeastern Alaska and British 
Columbia, Canada. 

“The overall prognosis is that 
we’re not very hcol^y - our envi- 
ronment isn’t doing too well,” 
said John Ryan, the report’s 
author. “We need to turn things 
around quickly." 

One of the biggest problems is 
sprawl, which has doubled it& 
pace from a decade ago, 
report found. Washington los^ 
an acre to development every 7.5 
minutes, Oregon loses an acre 
once every 17 minutes, and Idaho 
loses one every 22 minutes, the 
report said. 

The region’s population has 
grdvm by Z2 million, or nearly 17 
percent, since 1990, and will dou- 
ble in 32 years at that rate. 
Northwest Environment Watch 
said. 

There arc another 1.5 million 


cars and trucks on the road since 
1990 and carbon dioxide emis- 
sions are up 13 percent. Grazing 
was so prevalent that unaltered 
grassland in the region is 
extremely rare, the group said. -1* 

But the 116-page rejport points 
to bright spots. V^c cargo ships 
dump invasive spedes into estu- 
aries, Washington’s Willapa Bay 
is one of the cleanest and least 
degraded large estuaries in the 
lower 48 states, the group found. 

Puget Sound and Prince 
William ^und ore sdll dominat-< 
cd by native species, British 
Columbia and Idaho have som^ 
of the largest roadless areas in 
North America, and southeast* 
Alaska has the world’s most 
dense concentration of grizzly 
bears and bald eagles.

This sounds like Russia,”’ Jarvis 
said. j 

She filed o complaint with the I 


Washington attorney general’s 
office, which plans to refer the 
complaint elsewhere. 

She also callcd-the offic< 2 s of a 
state legislator and her congress- 
man, Rep. George Ncihcrcutt. 

Hundreds of similar com- 
plaints have poured into the 
offices of Ncthcrcuct and the 
state’s two U.S. senators, Slade 
Gorton and Patty Murray. 

Nethcrcutt said he even got a 
complaint from his mother. 

“I looked at the long form and 
had some trepidation, too,” the 
Republican said. But he told his 
mother she needs to fill it out.

Erickson is director of the cen- 
ter, which is being supported by 
a SI million donation from John 
Burg, a retired California scien- 
tist. 

Burg earned a Ph.D. from 
Stanford University in geo- 
physics, attended the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
. Technology and has been 
involved in oil seismic explo- 
ration. While at MIT he realized 
the theories, he was learning 
could be applied outside mathe- 
matics. 

“These theories haven’t been 
applied to a huge number of 
problems that they can be . 
applied to,” Burg said. "The idea 
of setting up this center is to try 
and got more people aware of 
the techniques and the advnn- 
lagc.s of approaching problems 
from these theories. These 
approaches can be used very, 
very widely.” 

The theories were used in 
Burg’s field to help in the scarcli 
for oil. 

“They don’t actually see the 
oil,” Erickson said. "Oil is 
lighter than the surrounding 
mnicrial, so they look for domes. 
There’s a lot of work done on 
images of oil deposits before you 
can recognize what you're deal- 
ing witli.” 

The Bayesian theory was used 
in Pennsylvania in an effort to 
create a letter flood warning sys- 
tem, and a lab in New York is 
using it in molecular and struc- 
tural biology research. 


.And while people have even 
applied both Bayesian methods 
and maximum entropy to the 
stock market, Erickson said nei- 
ther approach is likely to make 
anyone a millionaire. 

“Condidons that influence the 
stock market arc random and 
unpredictable,” Erickson said. 
“There has to be some kind of a 
pattern for tJie theories to work.” 
The center will set up an 
Inccrnc't site and a speakers 
.series and create an award to rec- 
ognize student contributions in 
the field of Bayesian theory. It 
also may publish a newsletter 
and textbook. 

I'hc center also will help pay 
for annual international confer- 
ences on Bayesian methods, and 
Boise State is starting a masters 
program for the theories in the 
fall. 

"Students will probably be 
involved in calculations and 
image enhancement,” Erickson 
said. “Image enhancement 
requires computers and fairly 
lar^e programs. They’ll digitize 
an image, do calculations and get 
a hotter picture.” 

An additional $20,000 in dona- 
tions also will go towoM the cen- 
ter. Funds vrill be generated by 
income from donations to the 
Boise State University 
Foundation in the center’s name. 


NAMPA (AP) - Fire Marshal 
Doug Strosnider led a tour of 
Skyview High School to alleviate 
concerns that the campus is 
unsafe because of faulty fire 
alarms. 

Strosnider met with school offi- 
cials and reporters Friday to 
respond to references regarding 
Skyview’s safety that surfaced ' 
among di.scussions by state law- 
makers. 

Ttic Legislature is exploring 
ways to provide state money to 
repair or rcplocc aging and dilap- 
idated school buildings. ' 

“I don’t feel this is an immi- 
nent safety hazard,” Strosnider 
said, pointing to the school’s wide 
corridors and ready access to 
exits. And he said he would be 
comfortable having his own chil- 
dren, ages 7 and 10, attend the 
schooL 

Skyview’s safety concerns 
come to the attention of legisla- 
tors after two electricians filed 
suit last month over alleged fire 
safety issues in the Nampa 
School District. 

And state Rep. Lee Gagncr, R- 
Idaho Falls, had said the school’s 
fire alarm system could pose an 
. imminent danger to students. 
Strosnider said that even 
though the school is safe, the 
alarm astern has been plagued 
with problems since the sttitool 
opened in 1996. Those include sit- 
uations in which students and 
teachers in some rooms said they 
could not hear the alarms during 
routine fire drills. 

Although the 1994 fire code 
requires all rooms to be equipped 
with flashing strobe light^ some 
rooms did not have them at 
Friday’s dcmonsa;ation.

That was 28 years ago. 

When the church sold the 
building to the city in 1995, it 
gave Metcalf the organ. MctcalTs 
grandmother played it in the 
diurch. His aunt and uncle took 
care of the building, which meant 
looking after the organ. 

Metcalf has spent the last five 
years working on this organ, 
which he has named for his aunt 
and uncle. Ruth and Jim 
Reynolds. With the help of some 
friends, he lugged all 219 of its 
pipes up a steep flight of stairs 
and through the storage room’s 
glass doors. 

The other organ he bought in 
Utah. It doesn’t have the same 
sentimental value, but it is three 
times as big. 

Now he is marrying the two: 
tile old and the new. 

When he’s finished, MetcalFs 
organ will weigh around 5,000 
pounds, thus the reinforced floor, 
and be worth an estimated 
$200,000. 

But that’s not why he’s doing it. 
Metcalf isn’t going to sell the 
organ to the highest bidder. He 
just wants to bask in its sounds. 

“I have no desire to do any- 
thing but play it and enjoy it," 
Metcalf said. “Fm just building it 
for me. If an interested person 
should want to hear it, I would 
show them, but Fm not planning 
on turning this into a recital holt” 
MetcalFs organ, which won't 
be completely flnished for anoth- 
er five years, has 876 pipes. A 
normal pipe organ is about half 
as big. 

Metcalfs organ certainly won’t 
be the biggest in eastern Idaho. 
That honor belongs to an organ 


Ricks College acquired in 1985. 
That organ possesses 6^00 pipes, 
making it a 65-rank pipe organ, 
which means it produces 65 dif- 
ferent sets of sounds, said ^cks 
Music Professor Darwin Wolford. 

When completed, Metcalfs will 
be a 12-rank pipe organ, an 
impressive feat for one man 
working alone. 

“He’s doing it himself and just 
when he has the time,” Wolford 
said. “He’s quite bri^t and he 
flgures things out.” 

Wolford said o project the size 
of Metcalfs would take on organ 
company around a year to com- 
plete. 

Metcalf, Svho figures his organ 
will take about 10 years to fim^ 
doesn’t claim to be in a hurry. 
This isn’t his full-time, wage-pay- 
ing job. When Metcalf needs a 
part, he has to order it from a 
company in Pennsylvania. 

“You don’t just run down to 
the parts store,” Metcalf said. 
“Organs-R-Us.” 

Metcalf has spent a consider- 
able amount of money on this 
project. He wouldn’t say how 
mui^, instead choosing to use the 
word “sufficient.” 

Tim Metcalf is one of the lucky 
ones. He’s found something that 
motivates him, that moves him to 
spend his money and all that 
time cooped up in his storage 
room, away from friends and 
family. , 

He’s found something he 
enjoys, and that is difficult to put 
a price on. 

• “Pm here to tell people there’s 
more to life than money,” 
Metcalf said. “You've got to stop 
and enjoy life."

hazing, while house members 
characterized it os a prank. 

On March 4, bottles were 
thrown when hundreds of stu- 
dents poured into the streets 
near the site of a 1998 Greek 
Row riot A fight the some night 
involving about 50 members of 
two fraternities left one student 
injured after he was struck on 
the head with a golf club. 

The new guidelines leave 
unchanged university policies 
banning hazing and restricting 
Greek Row alcohol use, Jamison 
said. 

One proposal would require 
every fraternity to have a live-in 
house director or adviser. 

That’s already the case at all 14 
WSU sororities. But only eight of 


25 fraicmides have live-in advis- 
ors or directors, said Dai\ 
O’Connor, WSU’s Greek affairs 
fraternities’ coordinator. 

The new policies also would 
require semiomiual spot checks 
of all Greek Houses, Jamison said. 

Inspectors wopld look for 
potential fire code violations and 
ensure hotiscs are not too crowd- 
ed or dirty, he said. 

Also, Greek chapters would be 
required to have 90 percent of 
their members maintain grade- 
pomt-averages of at least 2.0, 
based on a s^e in which 4.0 is 
perfect. 

The average GPA is 2.63 
■among oU WSU fraternity mem- 
bers and 2.89 among sorority 
members, Jamison said.

We start with the strike zone. 
In theory, the American League 
has always had one. It just 
seemed so small, it was tou^ to 
tell.

Asked recently by several con- 
cerned cx-tcammates how he 
felt, he said, “I haven’t felt this 
well in a long time.” 

The sigh of relief from 
Pirates fans was heard all the 
way back to Pittsburgh, where 
he remains the most popular 
liviii'g Pirates player - a 
beloved reminder of the days 
when the town was called the 
City of Champions. 

To Stargell, living Ls the oper- 
ative word. 

Stargell, who returned to the 
Pirates in 1997 as a special assis- 
tant to general manager Cam 
Bonifay, has been in deteriorat- 
ing health for several years 
because of a kidney disorder 
that requires dialysis several 
times a week. Dialysis is 
required when the organ is fail- 
ing. 

But an infected finger, and 
. not the bad kidney, hospitalized 
him for six weeks last fall and 
nearly caused him to die. 

Stargell was cutting meat at 
his Pittsburgh apartment late 
last season when he was dis- 
tracted by his TV and looked up. 
When he looked down, he had 
sliced not the meat, but his right 
index finger. 

To Stargell, the cut did not 
appear serious. After the bleed- 
ing stopped, he bandaged it, sat 
down, and finished his meal. 

But, several days later, after 
the finger swelled and began to 
hurt, he was admitted to a 
Pittsburgh hospital. The diagno- 
sis: a severe infection that was 
quickly spreading throughout 
his body, attacking his organs. 

He spent a month and a half 
in the hospital, including two 
weeks in intensive care, rccciv-

ing antibiotics and around-the- 
clock care. About half of the 
infected finger was amputated. 

The Pirates strictly guarded 
Stargcll’s privacy and declined 
to reveal the nature of his ill- 
ness, and Stargell still dislikes 
discussing his health. When his 
hospitalization finally was 
reported, the Pirates received 
sacks of letters and. gcc-wcll 
cards from fans. 

“I thank them very much for 
their support,” Stargell said. 

Now, some of these same fans 
respectfully approach Stargell 
at the Pirates City complex for a 
picture or a scrawled signature. 
He almost always accommo- 
dates them, though he occasion- 
ally shoos away someone if he is 
in the midst of evaluating a 
player. 

Stargell still has not totally 
regained his strength, and his 
movements arc more stilted 
than before. But, according to 
general manager Cam Bonifay, 
his eye for talent was not affect- 
ed by his illness.

While the Yankees are almost 
always the story in the AL in 
October, there are other more 
compelling questions in iltc regu- 
lar season. 

Can anyone stop last season’s 
three other playoff teams - 
Cleveland, Texas and Boston - ' 
from joining the champs in the 
playoffs for the third straight 
year? 

Will the three great AL short- 
stops - Alex Rodriguez. Derek 
Jeter and Nomar Garciaparra - 
make the playoffs in the same 
season, or at least the All-Star 
gome? 

And can anyone hit Pedro 
Martinez? 

Which of the three AL West 
contenders will make the play- 
offs? Texas, which won the last 
two division titles only to score 
two runs in six losses to the 
Yankees, has overhauled more 
than half its lineup, trading two- 
time MVP Juan Gonzalez to 
Detroit. 

Seattle, which was forced to 
trade Ken Griffey Jr. to 
Cincinnati, could be in a better 
position this season than last, fol- 
lowing the signings of John 
Olcrud, Aaron Sclc, Arthur 
^odes and Kazuhiro Sasaki. 

“There’s a huge void without 
Griff,” Rodriguez said. “But 
you've got to understand, we've 
proven that with a great offense, 
we haven’t been able to win. Now 
we’ve brought in pitching. It’s the 
most balanced team wc’vc had.” 

But not quite balanced enough. 
Look for the same four teams to 
advance to the playoffs, but with 
Finley knocking the Yankees out 
and sending Cleveland to the 
World Series.

■ Owned hy Godolphin Racing, 
Inc,, headed by Dubai's ruling 
family AI Maktoum, Dubai 
Millennium won the world's ricti- 
est thoroughbred event by six 
lengths over Behrens of the 
United Siate.sr 

Stiudi-owned Public Purse, win- 
ner of the San Marcos Handicap 
ni Saniii Anita in his previous 
start, finished third. Puerto 
Mtulero, third in the Santa Anita 
iiiimlictip three weeks ago, wa.s 
fourth over the 1.25-mile Nad al 
Sliehti coiir.se. 

Diihai Millennium, originally 
named Yiireek, was pursticd dose- 
ly in the early stages by Behrens, 
hut he found another gear m the 
htilfway point :ind surged far 
tihead almost efforile-ssly. 


“This is the best horse I’ve seen 
in terms of looks and action,” 
said Dubai Millennium’s owner, 
Sheik Mohammed bin Rashid Al 
Maktoum, the crown prince of 
Dubai. “He didn't disappoint.” 

Ridden by Italian jockey 
Frankie Dettori, Dubai 
Millennium showed why Sheik 
Mohammed was confident of win- 
ning the S3.G million top prize. 
Before the racje, Dubai 
Millennium had earned only 
<1615.581. 

Dettori was' certain of victory 
long before crossing the finish 
line. 

“Ho wanted to go and I 
thought. ‘OK. let’s go,' *' Dettori 
said. “It’s the best horse I've ever 
ridden. 

“I heard tho cheering and 
thouglit I’d take a look. I almost 
broke my nock looking hack.” 

Dubai Millennium was made 
the 4-7 favorite by Briti.sh book- 
maker Ladbrokc.s. Betting is for- 
bidden in Dubai because of its 


Islamic laws. Wagering was per- 
mitted in other countries, indud- 
ing die United States, wlierc bets 
could be placed In 35 states. 

Dubai Millennium won six of 
his first seven stans on the gross 
in England and France, Induding 
the Queen Elizabeth n at A^t. 
He then won his only start this 
year in (he Maktoum Challenge 
i\t Nad al Sheba. 

Me is trained by Saecd bin 
Stiruor of the United Arab 
Emirates, .who won the British 
trainer's champtonsliips irf 1996. 
1998 and 1999. 

Godolphin also won the race 
last yeor with Almutawakd. 

Behrens, trained by H. James 
Bond, had won his first four starts 
and lo.<it his next four, before win- 
ning the Guifsircam Park 
Handicap Feb. 26. He finished 
fifth in the Dubai World Cup in 
1998. 

Ridden by Jorge Chavez, 
Bcltrcns, a <S-year-dld, earned Sl-2 
million for finishing second.

Herein lies the tale of ‘parenting at its well-intentioneci worst’ 


A few months ago, I told the 
story of how two friends of mine 
had handled an incident of fla- 
grant disobedience on Uie part of 
their pre-adolescent daughter, 
calling it an example of 
“Parenting at its Best.” 

Well. thi.s week, courtesy of a 
reader somewhere south of 
International Falls and east of 
San Francisco (she requested 
anonymity), I have a story of 
“Parenting at its Well- 
Intentioned Worst.” The writer 
was prompted to share this with 
me by a recent column of mine in 
which I remarked that a .slgnifi- 
. cant number - perhaps tlie major- 
ity - of parents who think they 
• are “mean” or “.strict” are delud- 
ed. In actuality, they arc wimps, 
whidi a brief look at their parent- 
ing behavior clearly reveals. Pll 
let my respondent describe one of 
the mothers in her child’s play- 
group:

“My friend constantly caters to 
her 2-year-old daughter’s 
tantrums, begging her to tell her 
what’.s wrong. When she’s not 
pleading with the child she con- 
dnualiy asks ‘Do you want to go 
to dme out?’ She may ask this 10 
timesi Sometimes tlic child even 
responds with a tearful ’Yes,’ at 
which point my friend will say, 
'Really? You want to miss all the 
fun with your friends? Why don’t 
you stay here and sit in my lap?’ 
“Needless to say, I have never 
seen her send the child to time 


out. This diild never goes to bed 
or takes a nap (often staying up 
till eleven o’clock), refuses to 
become toilet trained, and never 
simply sits and eats her lunch. 
Instcod, she regularly demands 
that a new lunch be made for 
her. I've seen her demand and 
get up to dircc different lunches 
at a sitting and cat none of 
them! The mom will usually 
laugli and make some excuse for 
her child’s behavior, like' she’s 
grouchy because she was up too 
late (I). 

"Her sodol behavior is a prob- 
lem as well. For example, she 
constantly tolls her mother the 
other children arc biting or Mt- 
ting her, even Uiough none of the 
rest of us have ever seen this. My 
friend takes her doubter’s side, 
holding her and comforting her. 
Needless to say, it is almost 
unbearable to be around this 
motiicr and child. 


“Ironically, this mom loves to 
philosophize about her parenting 
techniques and ‘tough’ discipline 
strategics. She often proclaims 
how 'mean’ she is and seems to 
love giving the rest of us an earful 
of her 'expert' parenting advice. 
The worst part is my friend often 
brings this child to adult func- 
tions, even all-adult parties. The 
some tantrums and screaming 
ensue, of course. No one can 
stand it, but since this mom is 
actually a really sweet woman, no 
one has the heart to confront h^. 
I suppose we're all guilty of not 
wanting to damage her self- 


“Now, I am not a perfect parent 
cither, but 1 have discovert - ns 
you routinely point out in your 
column — that following through 
on consequences immediately 
prevents nog^ng since the child 
in question' Icdms quickly to lis- 
ten the first time you give an 


instruction. 1 pray my friend dis- 
covers the same thing, before it’s 
too late.” 

The world will certainly be a 
better place if this mom pidls her 
head out of the sands of denial 
and begins living up to elalVng 
to being “mean” and “strict.” 
Remember, folks, being “mean” 
isn’t the same as being htush or 
critical. From a child’s point of 
view, a parent is “mean” when 
the diild discovers that the par- 
ent means exactly what she says, 
the first time she says it And os 
my contributor points out, a truly 
mcarl parent is a far more relaxed 
parencl

“The 
factoids, the trivia, keeping up 
with a edebrity’s love life rather 
than working on your own - so 
much of it is just distraction, 
white noise." 

3. DIs-Connectedness 

Too busy or tired for intimacy? 
“We arc working more and 
enjoying it less. Wc arc over- 
loaded. How can we maintain a 
close relationship?” says Charlc.s. 
adding it is hard to stay connect- 
ed in large houses where every 
• family member has his own tele- 
vision. 

4. Cost 

“The cost of living continues to 
rise," says Charles. “We are bom- 
barded with commercial entice- 
ments to earn, spend, accumu- 
late. get the whole set.” 

Life has become one constant 
“upgrade parade.” Somewhere 
along the lino, “wc gained this 
expeaation that wc should have 
more than wc liavo.” 

5. Competftion 

Working longer hours with no 
extra benefits? Feel like you’re 
always competing with some- 
body? 

“We compete on the road, for 
parking places, in lines, so wc 
constantly feel the pressure of 
other people around us,” says 
Charles. “If you ore in the gro- 
cery store’s express lane, 
chances arc you will count the 
items in the con of the person in 
front of you. We are constantly 
monitoring other people’s behav- 
ior.” 

6. Customer contact , 

Notice consumers arc more 
rude, complaining and unhappy? j 

“We aren’t the neighborhood , 

stores where you know every cus- { 
tomer,” says Charles. “The cus- 
tomer doesn’t have time to build ^ 

the relationship. ' The clerk ^ 

doesn’t, cither.". . ^ 


7. Computers 

“Technology surrounds us," 
says Charles, whose new car has 
a computer chip that monitors 
and learns how she drives. 
“Tcdinology such as cell phones 
and pagers is part of the culprit 
behind our era of emergency, 
urgency and interruption. 

But wc arc so surrounded 
with convenience that when 
things go wrong, some people 
take it personalty and go bal- 
listic." 

8. Change 

“More change than wc want, 
less change than we need,” she 
says. “Some of the stress in 
each of these trends comes 
from fighting the same battles 
every day against uncontrol- 
lablcs. 

Once wc Icam to stop fighting 
the uncontroUabIcs, life gets easi- 
er. Getting angry will not 
increase someone else’s intelli- 
gence." 

9. Coming of age 

“Old is younger than it used to 
be,” soys Charles. “People are 
living longer and staying healthi- 
er longer." 

But young is older than it used 
to be, too, she adds.

Face up to the ‘birids and bees’ talk

We — the Ict-it-all-hang-out gen- 
eration — fumble, scumble, even 
crumble when it comes to talking 
to our kids about sex. 

. Yet, today, serious issues sur- 
round this subject - AIDS, safe 
sex, gay rights. 

But that doesn’t mean chats 
have to be dour. They can be 
informative and nonsircssful if 
you Stan early and feel confident 
about your values, says Debra W. 
Haffner, president of the 
Sexuality Information and 
Education Coundl and author of 
“From Diapers to Dating’^ 
(Newmarket, $23.95). 

“One of the biggest mistakes is 
that parents arc still under the 
impression that there needs to be 
the 'Big Talk’ at puberty,” says 
Haffner, the keynote speaker at a 
recent parenting conference at 
the Dave and Mary AJper Jewish 
Community Center in Kendall, 
Fla. 

“The point of my book is tliat it 
didn’t work for us, and it’s not 
going to work for our kids. Wc 
need to work early, to start a 
foundation.” soys Haffner, a 
Sunday School teacher who 
acknowledges it hasn’t always 


been easy to discuss the subject 
with her two children, 13-ycar-old 
Alyssa and 5-year-old Gregory. 

The seminars at die conference 

- including Haffner’s talk about 
raising sexually healthy children 

- arc tied to keeping open the 
communication channels 
between parent and child, said 
Dara Salky, co-chairwoman of the 
parenting conference. 

If parents arc forthright, 
chances arc their kids will be, 
Salky says. And the children, in 
turn, will feel comfortable in 
coming to their parents to ask - 
questions. 

“It all comes full circle.” says 
Salky, the mother of Brandon. 5, 
and Jake, 3. 

She already tells her .soils the 
proper names of sexual organs 
and thus avoids nicknames - 
something Haffner rccommcnd.s, 
Haffner’s reasoning: “You don't 
give nicknames to elbows." 

Salky also gives age-appropri- 
ate answers when her sons ask 
questions, especially her older 
son Brandon, who is becoming 
curious. 

“He has asked about my girl- 
friend who just had a baby," 
Salky says. “1 explained about 
two people caring for each other 


and planting the seed.” 

Haffner acknowledges it’s valu- 
able to lay the foundation early, 
but adds there is no need to bring 
out the scientific charts - at least 
not until kids are in elementary 
scliool. 

Still, kids are reaching puberty 
earlier and learning about sex 
earlier. For example, girls are 
experiencing first menstruation 
at an average age of 12 1/2, about 
a year earlier than girls did 40 
years ago. 

Josh Davidson, 13, a seventh- 
grader in Pinecresi, is grateful 
(hat his mom told him “maybe in 
second grade" about “whore 
babies come from." When the 
subject came up in fifth-grade. 
Josh said he felt relieved bucnu.su 
he already knew. 

His mother, Beth David.son, 
said her children bring home 
questions that arc years ahead of 
what she knew ns a kid. Consider 
this: Two years ago, when daugh- 
ter Erica was h, she asked her 
mother how lesbians have .sex. 

A few friends of Beth’s were 
L’i.siting when the question arose. 
An older couple froze in shock. 
Davidson smoothly told hur 
daughter they would sit down 
later and disniss it.

ar other times formal. But it 
^ always been. 

Made to suit cjich society, class 
and culture, marriage has been 
anything but a static tradition, 
Graff .says. 

The ancient Egyptians had 
word for marriage. They called 
it founding a household, she 
explains. And the purpo.se m 
to make descendants. 

During the rule of the Roman 
Empire, only 30 percent of the 
population had the legal right to 
marry. The cJuircli didn’t declare 
marriage a sacrament until 1215 
Graff says. 

“And oven then it was different 
from today. Marriage became 
valid the moment two people 
.said, T many you.' There wa.s no 
priest involved." 

State control of the legal insiiiu 
tion Of mnrriagc didn’t occur until 
the Reformation, Graff says 
"People lived under their owr 
religion’s marriage laws. They 
would go to separate marriage 
courts. 'The Jews to jewisti court, 
the Catholic.s to a Catholic court, 
etc.” 

As a. legal institution, marriugc 
became an important political 
and economic lever, says Charles 
Hill, a psychology professor at 
Whittier College. 

It secured the consolidation of 
land, political alliances, preserva- 
tion of social class, religious 
beliefs and oUior concerns. Thai’s 
why it wa.sn't left up to romamic 
wliims. 

"Up until 1850, virtually nil 
marriages were arranged, virtual- 
ly everywhere in the world," Hill 
says. 

Before the rise of capitali.sm, 
there were two ways to make a 
living, Graff say.s: property own- 
ership and tlie sweat of labor. 

“Marriage, until modem times, 
was about exchanging those two 
tilings.” 

Love - as the rea.son to marry - 
didn’t enter the picture until the 
20Ui century. 

“We used to talk about money 
first and love last,” Graff says. 

“Now we sum talking about love 
first and money last. That’s why 
‘Who Wants to Marry a 
Multimillionaire’ looked so .shocking 
to us.” 

But so what if we can’t count 
millionaire groom Rick Rockwell 
and his now-departed bride. 


which projects an uptick in mar- 
riage vows exchanged by mem- 
bers of Generation X. An estimat-

Q. In October of lost year, after 
privotely paying for my hus- 
band's nursing home care for 
three years, I applied for and was 
approved for Medicaid benefits 
on his behalf. At that time, my 
assets had been reduced to less 
than the nuudimun in my state 
for a community spouse. At my 
age (75), 1 decided that since I 
might need core in the finurc, it 
would be a good idea for me to 
keep n life estate in my home and 
transfer the remainder interest to 
my two children. Not wanting to 
cause a problem with my hus- 
band's Medicaid benefits, I 
I checked with the person who 
helped me at the county office 
and was told that if. I made this 
gift, my husband would be dis- 
qualified. I live in a snuU (own, 
and could not get the answer 
from u lawyer there. Is this cor- 
rect? 

A. No. Transfers by you as a 
community spouse after your hus- 
band has become eligible for 
Medicaid benefits will not affect 
. his eligibiiity. Once his ^gibiliry 
was determined, your resources 
arc no longer considered “avail- 
able" to him under what the 
“spousal impoverishment" provi- 

' slons of the law. 

That said, you can transfer the 
remainder interest in your home 
to your children, but be fore- 
warned that because the remain- 
der interest had value, this trans-

fer could affect you in the future 
should you need to qualify for- 
long-term core Medicaid beneflts. 

For example, if your residence 
is worth $100,000, at your age 75, 
the value of the remainder inter- 
est you are going to transfer is 
$47,851.00. If the average month- 
ly nursing home private pay rate 
in your state is $3,000, then you 
would bo disqualified for IS 
months from the date of the 
transfer. Should you not apply for 
Medicaid benefits during the 
period of disqualification, then 
you will be home free. 

Another word of advice: Since 
you will be gifting more than 
$10,000 to each of your children, 
you will be required to file a gift 
tax return on April 15th of the 


year following this transfer. 
While there will be no tax due 
from you, the filing of the return 
is required. 

Q. My husband qualified for 
Medicold twp years ago, yet 
evfty so often, I receive requests 
for financial information from 
the Medicaid office. Wtot'is the 
purpose of these inquiries? I was 
told that after he qualified, my 
assets made no difference? 

A. While it is correct that your 
assets are not deemed “avail- 
able” to your husband, informa- 
tion about your income is rele- 
vant. In many instances, since the 
community spouse's income is 
less than the amount set by the 
state as the minimum needs 
allowance, part of the nursing 
home spouse’s income will be 
allocated to the community 
spouse to bring the community 
spouse’s income up to the 
allowed level. If your income 
increases, then pan of what may 
be allocated to you from your 
spouse's income will be taken 
back and paid to the facility, thus 
reducing the amount paid by the 
Medicaid program.

Fledgling ethanol plant 
ceujd be boon to Idaho 

POTLATCH - Turning the 
region’s barley and wheat Into 
ethanol sounds like a good idea 
at a time when grain prices ore 
low and fuel prices ore exploding. 

Grain growers in northern 
Idaho ore taking a dose look at a 
proposed new $122 million 
ethanol plant being planned for 
Moses Lake, but many are 
remoinmg skeptical for the time 
being. Moses Lake had an 


ethanol plant that went out of 
production many ydirs ago, and 
two scrawboard pl^ts in the area 
are stifi struggling to make 1 l 
” lf it works out, it could be a 
boon to Che industry," said 
Potlatch barley grower Doug 
ScovUle. "But it’s got to get into 
the next phase." 

Plant backers arc holding 
meetings across the region and 
selling stock. The plant is exjycct- 
cd to produce 40 million gallons 
of alcohol per year, to be used in 
both beverages and in industrial 
products, induding gasoline addi- 
tives. Byproducts indude wheat 
gluten and animal f<b^. 

At full production, it could con- 
stimc 60 percent of Washington’s 
barley crop and about 4 million 
bushels of wheat per year. 
Production could start os soon as 
2001. 

An announcement by the fed- 
eral Environmental Protection 
Agency could provide a boost to 
the project. The EPA is ordering 
a th ree- year phase out of the use 
of MTBE (Methyl tertiary Butyl 
Ether) as an oxygenate additive 
in gasoline under 
the Clean Air Act. .If the oxy- 
genate requirement reniains, 
some analysts predict the 
increased demand for ethanol 
could use 600 million bushels of 
com, the most frequently used 
feedstock for ethanol production 
today. 

That would be welcome news 
for wheat and barley growers in 
the Padfic Northwest, even if the 
Moses Lake plane isn’t built. A 
glut of corn on the market is 
dragging down the price of all 
coarse grains. 


Buriey Mgatlon District 
’gains title In historic transfer 

BURLEY - When irrigation 
water starts running through the 
Burley Irrigation District’s 
canals next month, the water 
will look the same as it has for 
nearly 80 years, yet it won’t 
quite be the same woter. 'This 
iirigadon season the water and 
the canals will belong to local 
irrigators. 

Unlike the North Side and 
Twin Falls canal companies, 

1 which were developed by pri- 
vate investors, Burley Irrigation 
District was formed the feder- 
al Bureau of Redamation. The 
Bureau continued to hold title to 
the district’s canals and 
water-rights until last month 
when the Burley Irrigation 
District became the first federal 
irrigotion project in Idaho to 
receive full title and ownership 
of Its natural water rights, pump- 
ing plants, roads and other 
assets. 

Bill McDonald, Reclamation 
Regional Director, called the 
title 'transfer *’a watershed 
moment in the history of Idaho 
irrigated agriculmrc." 

For Cecil Blaucr, chairman of 
the Burley Irrigation District, 
the moment came sooner than 
he’d expected. ’ 

"When word came out that the 
government wonted to get rid of 
some of the federal irrigation 
projects, we jumped on the 
oppommliy," he said. 

Idaho’s congressional delega- 
tion responded by passing ^blic 
Law 105-351 that authorized the 
transfer, and President Bill 
Clinton signed it in 1998. The 
last hurdle in securing the tide 
was the completion of an envi- 
ronmental assessment last 
December.

Haven’t filecd your taxes.^ Here’s some help

; ! NEW YORK - With just a few 
■,,,,‘ weeks left before the April 17 
.j.„.tax deadline, millions of 
, Americans still face the awesome 
task of filling out their remms or 
asking someone else to do it. 

There arc many reasons why 
their remms aren’t done: missing 
documents, not enough money to 
pay taxes owed, being complcte- 
/'iy overwhelmed by the whole 
,, thing Accountants and other tax 
preparers have advice to help 
taxpayers through the next cou- 
ple of weeks.' 

The solution for many people 
- may be to file for' an extension of ■ 
the filing deadline (which is two 
days later than usual this year 
because April IS falls on a

and mailing a check for that 
amount to the Internal Revenue 
Service along with Form 4868.

Here arc solutions to some of 
- the specific problems taxpayers 
face: 

Problem: I haven’t done my 
return because l*m going (o owe 
money, and I don’t have the 
cash. 

Solution: Finish your return 
and file it on time. You have sev- 
eral options for paying your 
taxes. 

When you file, you con ask the 
IRS to allow you to pay in month- 
ly installments. You’ll need to 
include Form 9465, Installment 
Agreement Request, or your own 
written request with your return. 

Paying by installments means 
incurring interest charges, cur- 
rently 9 percent. You’ll also be 
charged the late payment penal- 
ty. 

The IRS advises taxpayers to 
consider less expensive ways of 
coming up with the money, such 
as a bonk loon. Along that line, 
you might want to consider pay- 
ing your taxes by credit cards, 
provided you can get a better 
deal than the IRS gives. 

If you’re filing online, the soft- 
ware you use can handle your 
credit card payment If you’re fil- 
ing a paper return, you can call 
(888) 2PAY-TAX to pay. 


However, be aware that you’ll 
have to pay a fee ranging from 
about 2.5 percent to 3 percent to 
the company that processes your 
payment. Official Payments Corp. 

Stives advises taxpayers to 
“write a check for what you can 
pay” when they file their returns 
- even if it’s only $100 on a tax 
bill that runs into the thousands 
of dollars. 

Problem: 1 don’t hove oil my 
papers together. 

Solution: If you’re missing a 
1099 form issued by a bank or 
brokerage, you should be able to 
call a customer .service number 
and get the information you 
need over the phone or by fax or 
e-mail. As long « you had no tax 
withheld from me interest, divi- 
dends or other income reported 
on the 1099, you don’t need to 
attach the paper itscflf to your 
return - you just need the num- 
bers from it. Stives said. 

Similarly, if you need to find 
out how much mortgage interest 
you paid because you can’t find 
your 1098 form, call your lender. 

It gets more difficult when 
what you need is the informotion 
from Schedule K-1, which reports 
income from partnerships, 
estates, trusts and what arc 
called S corporations. K-ls tend 
to be mailed much closer to the 
filing deadline than W-2s and 
1099s. Not only do they report 
various kinds of income (for 
example, ordinary incomc,’capi- 
tal gains, rental income), they 
also detail for the taxpayer 
which income needs to be report- 
ed on which tax schedules and 
forms, 

You can’t put together w accu- 


rate return without the numbers 
from a K-1 form. "If you don’t 
have it. don’t file,” said Robert 
K. Doyle, a CPA with Spoor, 
Doyle & Associates In St. 
Petersburg, Fla., advising taxpay- 
ers in this situation co file for on 
extension. 

You might also find you're 
missing canceled checks; call 
your bi^ and ask for copies. If 
you’re missing receipts from 
charitable contributions, ask the 
organization to send you one. 

If it looks like you won't be 
able to get all the information 
together before the deadline, 
consider on extension. 

If you don’t have all the tax 
forms you need and have 
access to the Internet, you can 
download forms from the IRS 
Web site (http.7/www,irs.gov). 
If you’re not online, phone the 
IRS now, before the cnd-of-thc- 
season crunch; the toll-free 
number is (800) TAX-FORM. 

Libraries may have forms you 
can photocopy, and post offices 
and banks may also have them 
(but don’t count on finding all 
the forms you need at the last 
minute).

New outdoor 
clothier chief has 
big boots to fill 

VENTURA. Calif. (AP) - It 
can’t be easy to step into the 
shou.s of someone Time magazine 
called a “Hero for the Planet,” 
.someone who has climbed Mount 
Evcre.st and whose name is 
bandied about by Harrison Ford 
and David Letterman. Michael 
Crookc .said he isn't even going to 
try. 

Crooke, a former forester and 
Navy SEAL, is the new chief 
executive officer at Lost Arrow 
Corp., the parent company of the 
outdoor clothing maker 
Patagonia. The only other person 
to hold that title is Yvon 
Chouinard. 

Chouinard earned an interna- 
tional reputation ns a daring 
mountain' climber and maverick 
entrepreneur who made money 
to give it away to environmental 
causes. Chouinard founded 
Patagonia in Ventura in 1973 and 
still owns it, but announced in the 
fall he would be stepping away 
from day to day operations. 

Chouinard's legacy is 
inescapable at Patagonia. It's in 
the organic cotton sewn into 
Patagonia’s pants and shirts and 
the wind-generated electricity 
the company buys to power its 
operations. Chouinard is behind 
the S14 million Patagonia con- 
tributed to grass-roots environ- i 
mental efforts since 1965. ' 

“He’s a creator, he’s an entre- 
preneur, he’s a world class i 
climber and fisherman and I’m 1 
none of those things,” Crookc 
said. i 

“I’m a businessman. I’ve been 
in the industry a long dmc. I also e 
have a military background chat '-i 
lends well to management in gen- t 
oral and executing a vision,” said f 
Crooke, 43. r 

He and Chouinord arc “two f 

really different people,” said a 

Crookc, who lists as one of his 
skills “opdmizing” companies or h 
“getting them to a point where c 
they're running smoothly.” 

That' doesn’t mean life at v, 
Patagonia will be radically differ- e 
ent will) Crookc at the helm. “I g 
think the best thing I could do ci 
from a strategic point of view il 
with Lost Arrow companies is gi

Patagonia also brought on 
board Bill Werlin, former presi- 
dent of Action Sports Group, to 
manage the company’s opera- 
tions in Japan, and Rich Hill, who 
was national sales manager at 
Kcity Packs in the mid-’90s. 
Crooke >vas KeJty’s general man- 
ager and managing director at 
that time. 

“They’re bringing in some big 
guns. These are very well respect- 
ed people in the industry,” said 
Andrea Gabbard, senior con- 
tributing editor to Outdoor 
Retailer, a trade magazine. 

Patagonia has the pull to bring 
in those sorts of executives. 

The company was the leading 
outdoor apparel vendor in 1999, 
according to a survey of sales vol- 
umes by Outdoor Retailer. Soles 
for the specialty outdoor market 
reached $S billion lost year, an 
incrca.se of 6 percent from 1998, 
according to the magazine. 

Privately held Patagonia said it 
had sales of S182 million for fis- 
cal year 1999. 

So what will the “optimizer" do 
with a company that pay.s three 
employees to figure out how to 
give away part of its profits to 
environmental caases, a company 
chat pays more to have its cotton 
grown organically and pays for its 
employees to learn to be environ- 
mental activi.sts? 

Crookc thinks those sorts of 
things eventually add to the Iwt- 
lom line and won’t he going 
away. 

"Tliose typc.s of dccision.s have 
continued to reinforce in tiic con- 
.sumer's eye that Patagonia is a 
company that cares about the 
earth, not just profits. Envi- 
ronmentally sensitive decisions 
and profit arc not mutually cxdu- 
sivc,"hc said. 

Crooke has the environmental 
credentials to fit in at Patagonia. 
He served as president of the 
Conservation Alliance, the out- 
door industry’s environmental

gram-giving organization, until 
stepping down after taking the 
Lost Arrow position. 

Crookc traces liis environmen- 
tal awareness to his youth tn 
Oregon. His family spent many a 
weekend camping, fishing and 
hiking in the Mount Hoc^ area. 

“In the rivers in Oregon, the 
salmon ran so strong you couldn’t 
walk across a river, it was just so 
thick when they were spawning. I 
saw the degradation of those 
salmon when I was growing up 
and was educated at on early age 
about that,” he said. 

He’s also had his share of 
adventures. Crooke spent the 
better pan of a month on a 300- 
mile walking adventure from the 
top of Kilimanjaro to the Eastern 
coast of Africa. Crookc walked 
about 200 of those miles. 

Chouinard said Crookc was 
recommended by friends, and 
had the reputation as being “tto 
best young businessman around.” 
Pearl Izumi, a cycling and out- 
door apparel company, also need- 
ed someone (O focus on business 
when it hired Crooke as its CEO 
about two years ago. 

“He came in when the compa- 
ny really ncodc'd a strong 
leader," said Kay Martin, dircc- • 
tor of sales. 

Crooke went to Pearl Izumi 
with a mission. The bottom line 
needed work and improving it 
meant layoffs and other chongc-S 
Martin said. 

“He came through and gave 
every inch of the company more 
focus," Martin .said. “He turned 
U.S all into business people.” 

His work at Kelly and Pearl 
Izumi earned him a reputation as 
a turnaround man, Gabbard said. 
But Patagonia might be in line 
for a tuncup rather than an over- 
haul, she said.

NEW YORK - As the deadline 
nears for filing income tax 
returns, millions of taxpayers 
tnust decide whether to open an 
Individual Retirement Accounts 
for 1999, and if so, which kind. 

The decision must be made 
soon because the deadline for 
opening a tradidonal IRA and 
getting a deduction of up to 
$2,000 is April 17, the date that 
tax returns are due this year. But 
fifumdal advisers warn toxpaiyers 
to stop and think before rushing 
out to get a tradidonal IRA. . 

First, you might not be eligible 
for that deduction. Mofe impor- 
tant is the fact that the money 
you save now on taxes might cost 
you more in the long term. 

“Who cares about that!” certi- 
fied public accountant Ed Slott 
said of the tax savings on a $2,000 
deduction. 

Traditional IRAs have fallen 
from grace in the eyes of Slott 
and other financial advisers since 
the advent of the Roth in the 
1998. While the traditional IRA 
gives you money back up from - 
if your tax rate is 26 percent, 
you’d get $560 on a $!^000 contri- 
bution - you’ll be poying imcs on 
cvcf^ dollar you withdraw. 

With the Roth IRA, you can't 
deduct your contribution, but the 
money you withdraw after age 
59.5 will be tax-free. Chances ore, 
with compounding of interest or 
advances in the stock market, 
your gain on investments will be 
much, much more than $560. 

But if you feel you really need 
the tax deduction right now, and 
you want a traditional IRA, be 
sure you’re eligible to get a 
deduction. Several factors go into 
determining whether you arc, 
including whether or not you 
and/or your spouse were covered 
by a retirement plan ot work and 
how much money you and/or 
your spouse earned last year. 

The rules con get complicated. 
The instruction booklet with 
Internal Revenue Service Form 
1040, the individual tax Cfiturn, 
includes a worksheet to hdp tax- 
payers determine how much of 
their traditional IRA contribution 


. is deductible. Further details are 
in the IRS’s Publication 590, 
Individual . Retirement , 
Arrangements. It’s available ' 
online for those with Adobe 
Acrobat on their computer at 
http://ftp.fcdworld.gov/pub/irs- 
pdi/p590.pdf or by phone at (600) ■ 
TAX-FORM. 

In one of the simplest cases, if 
you were single last year and 
earned, less tbw $31,000, you can 
take a full $2,000 deduction even 
if you were covered by a retire- 
ment plan at work. If you earned 
more than $31,000 but less than 
$41,000, you coaid get a partial 
deduction. At $41,000, there’s no 
deduction. 

If you are mamed and filing a 
joint return, and both spouses 
were covered by retirement 
plans, you get the full deduction 
os long as you jointly corned less 
than $51,000. If you jointly 
earned more than $51,000 but 
less than $61,000, you get a par- 
tial deduction; at $61,000 there’s 
no deduction. 

Another factor is age: You 
must be younger than age 70.5 to 
open a traditional IRA (there are 
no age restrictions for opening a 
Roth IRA). 

If you’re going to open an IRA 
and want ic cremted for the 1999 
rax year, you hove to have the 
money in the account by April 17 
even if you file for an extension 
of the fiUng deadline. 

Among the positives for many 
taxpayers and investors about 
the Roth IRA is that it has much 
higher income limits. You can 
contribute the full $2,000 if you 
earned $110,000 os a single tax- 
payer or $160,000 as a couple fil- 
ing jointly. Above those amounts, 
the allowable contribution is 


reduced according to a formula 
contained in Publication 5M. j 

You don’t need to report thel 
amount contributed to a Roth' 
IRA, unless.it was part of a con- 
version fiom a traditional IRA. In 
that cose, you’ll have to' pay la^. 
on the amount converted and fQf j 
Form 8606 with your return. You' 
need to keep records of all IRA 
transactions, taxable or not. 

You con open a Roth IRA even ' 
if you were covered by a retir^' 
meat plan at work. For some tax^; 
payers, that begs the question 
should you pay the maximum to li - 
401(k) plan and then open a Roth' 
IRA, or contribute as much as 
possible to the Roth IRA and' 
then contribute to the 401(k)? 

Some advisors say put somq; 
money into a Roth IRA simply] 
because there’s no tax to pay 
down the road. While your 401(kj - 
contributions are entirely toj^]’ 
exempt, youU have to pay Cox 
withdra>^s in the future. . 

Slott, who edits the Rockvill;. 
Center, N.Y.-based newsletter ^ 
Slott’s IRA Advisor, disagrees, 
noting that most employers 
match part of a worker’s contzir 
bution. 

“That’s free money - you nev^ 
want to give that up,” he said, 
advising taxpayers to concributp- 
the maximum to a 401(k) and 
“then go to the Roth IRA if you. 
have money left over.” 

A last decision that needs to bC' 
made is what kind of investment 
vehicle: a bank account, broker^ 
age finn or mutual fund family. ■< 

If you’re a young person, yoii 
probably don’t want to put your 
money into a bank IRA, Slott 
said. “It’s safe, but it won’t buy a 
cup of coffee in a few years,” he' 
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fhb Is the time of year when 
taxpa}xrs feel they can no longer 
suf^nrt the government In the style 
to which II has become accustomed.

It means ‘’even the little guy can 
borrow,” said Frederic Mishit a 
professor at Qilumbia University 
Business School in New York. In 
addition, he noted, “There's a 
tremendous convenience that 
allows us not to carry cash 
around.” 

For Chontol de Jongc Oudniac, 
of Washington, D.C, the cards' 
ctmvenience means that when she 
flies on her frequent trips to 
Europe, she often takes less than 
$20otsh. 

“There arc two things I check 
before I go on a trip: my passport 
and plastic,” she said. ' 

Dc Jonge Oudraat, 43, carries 
five or six cards - dose to the U.S. 
average. And she uses her ATM 
card in machines overseas to get 
local currency. 

. Credit cards were paper, origi- 
nally, like library cards. They 
didn't become plastic until 1959, a 
move by American Express to 
make them less vulnerable to 
firaud and easier to process. 

The first charge cord is said to 
have appeared in Februoiy 1950. 
Businessman Frank McNamara 
bad dined at Moor's Cabin Grill 
in Manhattan and, readiing for his 
wallet, realized he’d left it in 
another suit Porttinately, his wife 
paid the tab, but McNamara won- 
dered if a different solution could 
be found. 

At a later meal at Major's, 
McNamara tried paying with a 
small cardboard card bearing his 
signature, which he dubbed a 
diner's club card, and signing for 
it It worked: his being known at 
the restaurant probably helped. 
McNamara and his attorney 
founded Diners Club, now owned 
by banking giant Qd^up. 

The first card was offer^ to 200 
people, mostly McNamara’s 
friends and acquaintances. 
Fourteen Manhattan restaurants 
initially agreed to accept it. By 
March 1951, the company claimed 
42,000 Americans were carrying 
the cord and more thw 330 U.S. 
businesses were accepting it.

In a fiercely competitive busi- 
ness, banks try to s^ their cards 
by offering seductively low “teas- 
er” interest rates for several 
months.

Credit cards have become an 
extremely profitable business Unc 
for bonks, which own the card net- 
works. 

We use credit cards to pay for 
everything - groceries, video 
rentals, stuff on the Internet, 
postage stamps, even taxes. Police 
use credit card receipts to help

used all over the world: They were 
introduced in China in 1980.

In TV ads, credit cards pay 
for priceless momehti cooking 
stew with Grandma, visiting the 
Irish farm where Mom grew up, 
sharing tears with a close friend 
on her wedding day. 

About 1.5'billion cards bulge in 
Americans' wallets and another 3 
billion a year arc hawked through 
the mail. 

“Children, dogs, cats and moose 
ore getting credit cards,” Federal 
Reserve Chairmon Alan 
Greenspan recently told the 
Sciucc Banking Conunincc. 

While the heated competition 
has driven down interest rates, 
consumer groups and other critics 
say it has also driven credit card 
companies to abusively target 
marketing campaigns towards 
young people, especially college 
students. 

About 70 percent of students ar i 
four-year colleges have ot Icost 
one credit card, and revolving 
debt on those cards averages more 
then $2,000, according to 
Georgetown University sodolt^dst 
Rob(» Marming. who has studied 
credit card debt among college 
students. In the worst cases, he 
says, students arc forced to drop 
out and work full time to pay off 
their debts. Some recent suidc^ 
by college students have been 
attributed to their despondency 
over mounting credit card debts. 


Question: I was married for 24 
years but divorced in 1984. 1 con- 
tinued working, but my cx-hus- 
bond has not had a tax-paying job 
since.. I got a really good job in 
1987. My question is Can my ex 
get Social Security benefits 
based on my comings after the 
divorce or just on %dmt I earned 
during our marriage? 

Answer. Let it go. dear. 

He may be a shiftless bum, and 
you may resent that he will quali- 
fy for Social Security based on 
your earnings rather than his 
own. Any former spoiuc who was 
married at least 10 years can 
receive half of the ex’s benefit 
amount if both members of the 
cr^hile couple are at least 62. 
His benefit wfll be based on your 
lifetime earnings at that point, 
not just the earnings during your 
marriage. 

Note, though, that whatever he 
gets will not reduce your S^al 
Security check by one dime, “riiis 
is one of the few cases in which 
an ex-spouse gets a benefit that’s 
not at the other’s expense. So 
concentrate on your good fortune 
at having “a really good job” and 
don’t bef^dge him the few extra 
shekels in Social Security that 
your earnings will provide hirp. 

Q: ‘There is a wide price range 
for the same auto iruurance cov- 
erage. In most human activities, 
thece's no such thing as a free 
lunch, so that’s got to be true in 
auto insurance as well. What’s 
the downside if I pick a low-cost 
insurer? 

A: That depends on which 
insurer you pick and what you 
consider a downside. 

If you don’t mind dealing witli 
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your company over the phone 
rather' than in person, you might 
not care that a company keeps its 
costs low by not having agents. If 
you can’t ever get that company 
to answer its phones, however, 
you may think it's taken the low- 
cost thing too far. 

Likewise, you may admire a 
company that watches the bot- 
tom line so closely that it chal- 
lenges every claim •> untU you get 
rear-ended and can’t get your car 
fixed. 

Even when you eliminate the 
reel dogs, however, you’ll still 
find a huge range of prices for 
what is essentially the same 
insurance. That's because* some 
companies prefer not to write 
certain types of insurance in cer- 
tain areas, and price accordingly. 
Insurers also know that there’s a 
huge inertia factor - not as many 
consumers shop around as chev 
should. 

That’s why a married couple in 
Burbank (Calif.) with a good dri- 
ving record might pay $2,144 a 
year for standard coverage from 
the Auto Club of Southern 
California, while the same policy 
from State Farm might cost 
$2,958 (these figures arc from 
la.st year's California Department 
of Insurance premium survey). 
Gcico, meanwhile, was charging 
$4372. All three companies have 
good rcpdtatlons for customer 
service and for paying claims, but 
the couple who go witli the Auto 
Club could save more tlian $2,000 
a year. 

Most other states have similar 
premium comparison surveys, 
and tliey all sliow the same tiling: 
big price variations in what i.s 


basically the same product 
For that kind of savings, it’s 
worth doing a litde research. At 
this point, you won’t get a lot of 
help from those online insurance- 
quoting services. None so far 
offers a truly comprehensive, up- 
to-date look at. the market. But 
Consumer Reports, at (800) 224- 
9495, has an excellent telephone- 
based service that can take your 
specific information and give you 
quotes from more ilian 20 compa- 
nies, all for $12 for the first car 
and $8 for each additional vehi- 
cle. 

If you’re too ciicap to do iliat, 
you can also look at your state's 
premium comparison survey. 
Just call the insurance depart- 
ment’s number in your local tele- ' 
phone book. Or you can visit its 
Web site; in California, that’s 
http://www.insunmce.ca.gov. TJie 
information will be out of date 
and not as customized as chat 
from the Consumer Reports ser- 
vice, but you’ll get an idea of 
whidi companies generally offer 
lower prices in your area and for 
your situation. 

Once you’ve got a few compa- 
nics in mind, do a little back- . 
ground clicck. A.sk your co-work- 
. ers alwut ilieir experiences with 
these companies. If your state-- 
in.surancc department has a com- 
plaint survey, take a look at that. 
(Pay particular atte'ntion to the 
companies that have the lowest 
complaint ratios and those that 
have the highest; these surveys 
tend to have significant flaws, 
making all the data in the middle ' 
mostly noise.) Then get the cus- 
corner service and claims num- , 
bers and gwH them, both during 
the day and after hours. Better to • 
find out before you’re a customer ' 
Utat you’d be spending die next 
six monih.s on hold. 


Best to roll over your 401 (k) assets

Q: My employer has just 
choRged 401(k) plans. I may 
transfer my old 401(k) assets 
into the new plan. What other 
choices do I luive? 

A: A bad choice would be to 
withdraw the funds and take 
possession of the assets. If you 
arc not of retirement age these 
funds would be subject to a 10 
percent early withdrawal penal- 
ty from the IRS. 

If that isn’t bad enough, the 
withdrawn funds would be tax- 
able as income. Most taxpayers 
would loose another 36 percent 
to Minnesota and federal income 
taxes. 

A better choice would be to

roll over the 401(k) assets to 
your own IRA. This would allow 
you to select whatever invest- 
ments you deem best and contin- 
ue to defer taxes. This option 
would likely provide you with 
greater investment flexibility 
and more investment choices 
than your employer’s 401(k) 
plan. 

There arc advantages to the 
401(k) format. 

A 40l(k) allows borrowing. An 
IRA docs not. 

However, most financial advis- 
ers discourage borrowing from 
your 401(k). If your 401(k) a.sscts 
would normally be invested in 


stocks, borrowed funds are not 
invested funds and therefore ’ 
cannot participate in the gains - 
stocks can sometimes offer. 
Borrowed 401(k) assets missed 
out on the 20 percent to 40 per- 
cent and more stock gains in the ' 
final months of 1999. 

There is one other advantage 
of thc401(k). 

, In most casus, IRA with- 
drawals arc subject to a 10 per- ‘ 
cent penalty if the account hold- ‘ 
cr is under age 59 1/2. However, 
401(k) withdrawaKs arc free of 
this 10 percent penalty if the 
account holder has separated 
from .service with the employer 
at age 55 or older.

TWIN FALLS - Now let’s be 
' honest: 

Amateur cooks and their fami- 
lies cat at least os many failures 
as successes. 

“I think two of the biggest 
problems arc meat that’s over- 
cooked and food that’s not sea- ' 
soned properly,” said Linda 
Myrland, chef and co-owner of 
the Uptown Bistro in downtown 
Twin FalLs. 

Sounds pretty basic. 

“All you need is a meat ilicr- 
momeicr,” Myrland said. “And 
read die recipe." 

Among professional cooks, the 
latter comes dose to being the 
cardinal rule. 

When, for example, the direc- 
tions for angel food cake specify 
using a standing electric mixer 
' instead of a hand-held model, 
there’s probably a good reason, 
“Goumict” magazine's food edi- 
tor, Kemp Minific, told the 
Washington Post. (The former 
does a letter job of aerating egg 
whites.) 

Despite a “proliferation of 
cooking schools, TV food shows 
and an explosion of interest in 
food, we also have a generation 
or two” that isn’t experienced

And understand that pros hod 
experienced amateurs do some 
things - like not measidlng 
everything exactly and substitut- 
ing one ingredient for onq^cr - 
that newcomers just can’t get 
away with. 

Minifie, who calls herself a 
“bull terrier on redpes,” echoes • 
: that making substitutions is the 
downfall of many readers. Low- 
fat versions of sour cream and 
cream cheese don’t behave the 
way their higher-fat siblings do, 
for instance. Her list continues: 
Wrong-size pans arc used. Oil 
isn’t brought to q high enough 
temperature to properly brown 
an ingredient. Cooks don’t slfrup- 
cn their knives properly. 

But keep in mind that in cook- 
ing. you learn to succeed ^-fail- 
ing. ■; 

“If you’re new at this,, rrally 
reading the recipe is the best

Myrland said. “It's basic, but a lot 
of people don’t do tl^c.”

‘Instant] noodles 
become a hit 


When no-boil “instant" 
la.sagna noodles first hit super- 
market shclvc.s five years ago, 
some home cook.s wore .skepti- 
cal. How can you layer sheets of 
raw pasta into o lasagna pan 
without boiling tiiem first? 
Knilicr than ri.sk a trayful of pre- 
cious ingredients, they passed 
up the convenience and contin- 
ued to parboil their noodles the 
u.sual way. 

Others threw caution to the 
wind and boldly substituted the 
stiff-as-u-board pasta into their 
la.sngnn recipc.s. It worked. And 
those home cooks have never 
looked back. Ronzoni, the 
largest U.S.-makers of “oven 
ready’’ no-boil lasagna noodles, 
now sells one box of no-boil for 
every five boxes of traditional 
lasagna noodles.

Barilla America, the U.S. divi- 
sion of Italy’s top dried pasta 
brand, introduced Us instant 
lasagna noodles in the New 
York area 18 months ago and is 
now rolling them out nationally. 
“We’re off to a fast-start,” said 
Ser^o Pereira, director of mar- 
keting for BariUa America. 

Barilla introduced the no-boil 
noodles three years ago in Italy, 
where cooks arc accustomed to 
making their lasagna noodles by 
hand. Younger Italians, appar- 
ently sold on the virtues of mak- 
ing lasagna more quickly, have 
taken 10 the product, Pereira 
said. 

American lasagna mavens 
approve of the no-boil pasta, too. 
Clifford Wright, author of sever- 
al cookbooks, including one on 
lasagna, aaually prefers the no- 
boil version to the regular super- 
market one. “It’s a terrific prod- 
uct," he said. “The traditional 
commercial lasagna tends to be 
a wee bit too thick and as a 
result, you get a pasty lasagna. ' 
It’s nicer to liavc leaf-like layers 


like a millc-fcuille” or multi-lay- 
ered Napoleon. 

Melanie Barnard, who writes 
Bon Appetii’s “30-Minute Main 
Courses” column, said, “The n> 
boil thing is the cat’s meow. 
Cooking the noodles is the 
absolutely worst part about 
making lasagna. They stick 
together, they slop around. Any 
way you can make it without 
having to cook the noodles is 
groat.” 

Jack Bishop, a Sag Harbor, 


N.Y., author of several cook- 
books including one on lasagna, 
is more of a purist. His gold Stan- 
dard is the handmade lasagna 
noodle. 

He calls the traditional dried 
variety only 50 percent as good 
and the no-boil typo only 30 per- 
cent as good. But, he admits: 
“They’ve got to save you 30 to 
40 minutes. If that’s the differ- 
ence between making lasagno 
and not making lasagna, then 
it’s worth it."

Into the brcad-guior's back. Fletcher 
pashes an FSU "Seminole Spear." 

Donna Fletcher. 54, is an AsMK'iate 
Professor at FSU in the Human 
Services dcpanmcni. She said. ‘.'I have 
a very busy life, ami the bread baking 
would not be possible without a 
machine. I use the machine only for 
mixing and first rise." 

"My grandmother, whom I dearly 
loved, made the best hoincmaJc bread 
in the world. She made loaves twice a 
week, and I helped her. like my grand- 
kids help me. Hack then, it was very 
hard vs’iirk. Hut her house always 
smelled like homemade bread. She 
would have loved having a bread 
macliinc! When I think of my grand- 
mother. I think of her lings, her smiles, 
her gardening, her singing and her 
wanp. wonderful, homemade bread. I 
hopC'iny grandchildren remember me 
the same way...svcll. except llic .singing 
pan. I can do all the rest, bat I sing like 
a Itog." 

"1 still cook all of oiir meals, 
ihoiigh ns a modern aging couple, wc 
did try an cxpcriincni to let my newly 
retired liiibliy take over the- cooking. 
He finally learned to nukp spaghetti 
from canned sauce, aad eseii managed 
to boil pasta and drain it, Hut after 14 
weeks of spaglietli. I declared the 
experiment a failure. He never did try 
to make bread, It was uiidersioixl that I 
would cniilinue to make bread, no mai- 
ler what."
